Brevities. 

Damage  to  the  extent  of  about  100?.  was  done  by  fire 
on  October  9  to  the  premises  and  stock  of  Middletorr  Bros., 
wholesale  druggists,  13  Cheapside,  Wakefield. 

The  prizetakers  in  the  Chemists'  section  for  the  best 
displays  made  during  shopping  week  at  Colchester  last 
week  were:  (1)  Boots,  Ltd.,  Long  Wyre  Street;  (2)  S. 
Head,  High  Street ;  and  (3)  A.  W.  Nunn,  Crouch  Street. 

The  London  County  Council  have  paid  the  executrix  of 
the  late  Mr.  F.  W.  Sandy,  chemist  and  druggist,  the  sum 
of  5001.  in  settlement  of  her  interest  in  No.  287  Queen's 
Road,  Peckham,  London,  S.E.,  which  is  required  for  street 
improvements. 

The  Ledbury  Guardians  have  decided  to  have  medicines 
for  the  workhouse  dispensed  by  local  chemists  instead  of 
appointing  a  permanent  Poor-law  dispenser.  The  medical 
officers  had  offered  to  undertake  the  dispensing  of  medi- 
cines, but  the  sum  quoted  was  higher  than  the  average 
expenditure  for  the  past  five  years. 

At  Portsmouth  on  October  11,  Alfred  James  Futcher, 
registered  dentist,  Southsea,  was  sentenced  to  nine  months' 
imprisonment  under  the  Debtors  Act  for  obtaining  credit 
by  false  pretences.  The  evidence  showed  that  prisoner, 
who  did  not  practise  dentistry,  had  used  notepaper 
embossed  with  the  heading  "A.  J.  Futcher,  Dental 
Surgeon,  Clovelly,  Pretoria  Road,  Southsea,"  for  ordering 
goods  by  letter  for  which  he  admitted  to  a  witness  that 
he  did  not  intend  to  pay  for. 

Spectacle-makers'  Company. 

Colonel  T.  Davies  Sewell,  Clerk  of  the  Spectacle-makers' 
Company,  who  celebrated  his  eightieth  birthday  on 
September  21,  was  the  recipient  on  October  16,  at  De 
Keyser's  Royal  Hotel,  Blackfriars,  London,  E.C.,  of  several 
congratulatory  gifts.  Limited  subscriptions  from  400 
opticians  and  others  had  been  applied  to  the  purchase  of 
a  silver  -loving-cup,  an  illuminated  testimonial,  an  album 
of  signatures,  and  an  enlarged  photograph  of  himself. 
The  address  was  as  follows  : 

This  testimonial,  together  with  the  accompanying  album 
containing  the  signatures  of  his  friends  connected  with  and 
interested  in  the  optical  industry  who  had  benefited  by  his 
untiring  zeal  and  industry  in  promoting  the  welfare  of 
the  craft,  and  in  furthering  the  Company's  certification 
scheme,  was  given  as  a  congratulatory  record  of  his  excep- 
tionally long  and  active  career,  in  appreciation  of  his  ad- 
ministrative abilities,  and  his  constant  courtesy,  and  wishing 
him  many  years  of  health  and  happiness. 
Mr.  Joseph  H.  Raphael,  Renter  Warden  of  the  Company, 
presided,  and  referred  to  Colonel  Sewell's  services  to  the 
optical  industry  in  carrying  out  the  policy  of  the  Court. 
Professor  Silvanus  P.  Thompson  mad©  the  presentation. 
He  said,  that  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company  is  so  well 
known  all  over  the  world  for  the  work  it  has  done  has 
undoubtedly  been  very  largely  due  to  the  persistent,  quiet, 
unceasing,  but  intensely  useful  work  of  Colonel  Sewell. 
It  is  not  given  to  everyone  who  is  in  the  position  of  the 
clerk  to  a  City  company  to  inspire  the  policy  of  the  com- 
pany ;  it  is  not  .given  to  everyone  connected  with  such  a 
company  to  cause  that  company  to  rise  to  such  a  position 
that  its  name  has  become  a  household  word.  That  Colonel 
Sewell  had  done.  He  had  been  the  pioneer  through  the 
Company  of  a  scheme  for  certification  which  has  now 
become  world-wide.  Colonel  Sewell,  replying,  said  the 
presentation  was  doubtlessly  consequent  upon  the  fact  that 
he  represented  a.  Court  that  had  carefully  fostered  and 
developed  the  trade  and  skill  of  its  craft,  with  no  other 
object  than  a  desire  to  carry  out  a  charter  granted  nearly 
three  hundred  years  ago.  This  modern  work  of  the  Com- 
pany has  created  as  efficient  a  body  of  craftsmen  as  can 
be  found  anywhere  in  the  world,  and  he  was  the  happier 
for  knowing  that  this  lias  taken  place  within  the  period 
he  had  had  the  -honour  of  being  Clerk  of  the  Company. 
The  company  was  afterwards  entertained  at  tea. 

British  Empire  Trade-mark. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Provisional  Council  of  the 
British  Empire  Trade-mark  Association  (convened  by  the 


British  Empire  League)  was  held  on  October  16  at  the 
House  of  Lords,  Lord  Avebury  presiding,  when  a  resolu- 
tion was  carried  expressing  the  opinion  that  the  establish- 
ment of  a  mark  of  origin  for  goods  manufactured  or 
produced  in  the  British  Empire  will  be  of  great  benefit 
to  the  trade  of  the  Empire,  and  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  Dominions  Royal  Commission  will  give  the  matter 
their  most  favourable  consideration.  The  Dominions 
Royal  Commission  were  also  requested  to  receive  a  deputa- 
tion to  furnish  evidence  of  the  advantages  which  would  be 
derived  from  the  establishment  of  the  British  Empire 
trade-mark. 

The  Public  Weal. 

The  Mayoralty  of  Kingston-on-Thames  has  been  offered 
to  Mr.  C.  H.  Burge,  F.I.C.,  Iddesleigh,  Kingston  Hill. 

Alderman  Smith  Ward,  chemist  and  druggist,  Batley 
Carr,  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  be  the  Mayor  of 
Batley. 

Mr.  Henry  Ayre,  chemist  and  druggist,  92  High  Street, 
Poole,  is  coming  forward  as  a  candidate  at  the  Municipal 
election  on  November  1. 

Councillor  Walter  Aston,  Ph.C,  has  reluctantly  been 
compelled,  owing  to  the  claims  of  his  business,  to  decline 
a  unanimous  invitation  to  accept  the  Mayoralty  of 
Worthing. 

Mr.  T.  Fell  Abraham,  Ph.C,  of  Messrs.  Clay  & 
Abraham,  Liverpool,  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  contest 
the  Oxton  Ward  of  the  Birkenhead  Council  in  the  forth- 
coming Municipal  election. 

Mr.  F.  B.  Hirst,  Ph.C,  manager  of  the  drug-depart- 
ment of  the  Batley  Co-operative  Society,  asked  his 
employers  for  permission  to  be  nominated  as  a  candidate 
in  the  Labour  interest  at  the  forthcoming  Municipal  elec- 
tions. The  Society  decided  not  to  grant  the  application. 
The  President  (Mr.  J.  Kershaw)  said  that  the  refusal  was 
made  purely  from  a  business  point  of  view,  and  was  not 
influenced  by  the  political  aspect. 

Analysts'  Affairs. 

In  Lewishani  last  year  559  samples  were  analysed,  but 
no  drugs  were  among  them. 

In  Southwark  last  quarter  328  samples  were  analysed, 
ten  of  which  were  drugs.  None  of  the  latter  were  certified 
against. 

Mr.  Harry  Hurst,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  of  Newport  (Mon.), 
has  been  selected  as  public  analyst  and  bacteriologist  for 
the  borough  of  Bolton,  at  a  salary  of  300Z.  per  arrnum, 
rising  by  annual  increments  of  201.  to  400?.  He  will  take  up 
his  duties  on  January  1,  1913. 

Liverpool  Notes. 

The  chemists  of  Liverpool  and  district,  among  others, 
have  been  the  recipients  of  a  booklet  from  Sir  W.  H. 
Lever,  Bart.,  upon  "  Co-partnership." 

On  every  hand  in  Liverpool  at  present  are  to  be  seen 
window-shows  of  Sanatogen  and  Formamint,  some  seventy 
having  been  arranged  locally.  They  are  very  attractive, 
the'  window-back  being  draped  with  old-gold  mercerised 
sateen.  This,  with  a  nice  selection  of  dummies  and  show- 
cards,  produces  a  very  pleasing  effect.  Thermogene  is 
another  proprietary  that  is  being  kept  well  to  the  front 
on  account  of  the  "  Thermogene  fortnight." 

The  last  few  months  have  seen  many  retail  business 
changes  in  Liverpool.  The  "  To  Let  "  bill  is  exhibited 
in  the  pharmacy  recently  occupied  by  Mr.  Aspinall,  Hall 
Lane,  while  Mr.  Heathcote,  chemist,  of  Kensington, 
closed  his  doors.  The  latter  pharmacy  has  been  open  for 
over  thirty  years,  while  the  former  was  established  some 
twenty  years  ago.  The  business  of  Mr.  H.  K.  Jones, 
Granby  Street,  Sefton  Park,  which  is  a  high-class  dis- 
pensing business,  has  been  purchased  by  Mr.  R.  Parry, 
chemist,  who  also  has  a  good-class  business  in  Granby 
Street  further  along  the  street ;  while  another  chemist  in 
the  Edge  Hill  district  is  shortly  closing  his  doors.  Boots, 
Ltd.,  are  fitting  up  a  new  shop  at  38  Dale  Street.

Mr.  D.  R.  Gwillim  mentioned  that 
the  chemists  are  not  all  selling  at  the  enhanced  prices 
agreed  upon  by  themselves  and  the  grocers,  but  were 
selling  the  2-oz.  bottle  at  ll-J,-c?.  and  the  g-lb.  bottle  at 
2s.  lid.  As  Boots,  Ltd.,  are  about  to  open  in  Cardiff,  he 
thought  they  should  again  approach  the  chemists  and 
get  them  to  put  up  the  price  of  the  smaller  bottle  to  Is. , 
otherwise  Boots'  would  sell  at  ll^d.  It  was  decided  to 
communicate  with  the  chemists'  Secretary  on  the  subject. 
A  scheme  proposed  by  the  Lemco  Co.  to  give  a  bonus  of 
Id.  per  bottle  on  Oxo  to  all  assistants  who  pushed  the 
article  met  with  strong  condemnation,  and  it  was  resolved 
to  urge  the  S.W.  Council  to  take  action  in  the  matter.

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent) 


The  French  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association  has 
elected  M.  Michel  (H.  Salle  et  Cie.,  Rue  Elzevir)  to  be 
President,  in  succession  to  M.  Leon  Darrasse. 

White  Clover.— At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Academie 
des  Sciences  Professor  Guignard  reported  that  Mirande  has 
succeeded  in  proving  the  presence  of  hydrocyanic  acid  in 
white  clover  (Trifolium  reports).  The  quantity  present  is 
15  milligrams  in  100  grams  of  young  fresh  clover,  and  in 
the  older  leaves  the  proportion  is  less,  but  the  quantity  is 


enough  to  account  for  the  poisoning  fatalities  from  clover 
which  farmers  have  reported. 

Falsified  Mineral  Waters. — A  mineral-water  dealer 
of  the  Rue  Lemercier,  Paris,  named  Lebas,  alias  Deloison, 
has  been  prosecuted  for  selling  falsified  mineral  waters, 
which  consisted  of  .  ordinary  "  tap  "  water  gasified  by 
carbonic  acid.  He  was  sentenced  to  four  months'  imprison-  , 
ment  and  a  fine  of  5O0f.  (20/.).  The  prosecution  took 
place  at  the  instance  of  the  Syndicate  of  Mineral-water 
Dealers  and  the  Paris  Syndicate  of  Pharmacists.  The 
counsel  for  the  latter  body  was  Maitre  Crinon,  son  of  the 
eminent  Paris  pharmacist. 

French  Medical  Congress. — The  thirteenth  French 
Congress  of  Medicine  wi-.s  inaugurated  in  Paris  on 
Sunday  evening  last  in  the  spacious  rooms  of  the 
University  of  Paris  at  the  Sorbonne,  and  was  followed 
by  a  brilliant  reception.  The  scientific  meetings  of  the  , 
Congress  were  commenced  on  Monday  morning  at  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  with  Sir  Dyce  Duckworth,  of 
London,  in  the  chair.  The  Congress  is  organised  by  the  ' 
Association  of  French-speaking  Physicians.  An  exhibi- 
tion of  medical  accessories  is  held  in  connection  with  the 
Congress,  and  is  much  on  the  same  lines  as  that  held 
last  week  concurrently  with  the  Congress  of  Surgery, 
reported  in  the  C.  <t-  T).  of  October  12.  A  number  of 
French  pharmaceutical  firms  make  excellent  displays  at 
the  exhibition,  which  terminates  this  week  with  the 
Congress. 

The  late  Antoine  Henri  Becquerel,  the  subject  of 
the  Chemical  Society's  memorial  lecture,  was  a  little, 
lively,  sparkling  man,  with  ever-restless  eyes  that  saw 
and  interested  themselves  in  everything.  There  was 
nothing  of  the  traditional  sans-gene  of  the  savant  about 
his  dress,  his  neckties  were  as  novel  and  varied  as  his 
scientific  discoveries,  and  his  silk  hat  possessed  little  of 
the  non-reflective  properties  of  the  Becquerel  rays.  His 
wife,  somewhat  taller  than  her  husband,  was  equally 
elegant  and  cultivated.  They  lived  in  a  "  hotel  "  (or  • 
private  house  as  distinguished  from  the  usual  Parisian 
"  flat  ")  in  the  Rue  Dumont  d'Urville,  close  to  the  Arc  de 
Triomphe,  and  were  frequent  and  welcome  guests  alike  at 
scientific  and  fashionable  gatherings.  When  in  1903  MM. 
Becquerel  and  Curie  divided  the  Nobel  prize,  the  former 
visited  Stockholm.  He  dined  with  King  Oscar,  and  sub- 
sequently delivered  an  impromptu  scientific  lecture  in  the 
presence  of  his  Majesty,  an  obliging  Swede  manipulating 
the  illustrative  slides  of  the  magic-lantern,  for  which  a 
small  royal  work-table  served  as  a  pedestal.  Becquerel's 
discoveries  in  optics  and  electricity  are  too  classic  to  need 
description  in  detail.  I  need  allude  only  to  his  discovery 
in  1896  of  the  famous  rays  emitted  by  uranium  and  its 
compounds.  Grandson  of  the  great  physician  Cesar 
Becquerel,  of  the  Institute,  and  son  of  M.  Edmond 
Becquerel,  he  was  an  eminent  member  of  a  distinguished 
race  of  scientists.  Born  at  Paris  in  18b2,  he  was  at  twenty 
a  student  at  the  famous  Polytechnic  School,  graduating  as 
an  engineer  of  the  famous  French  Official  Corps  of  Bridges 
and  Roadways.  He  took  his  D.Sc.  in  1888,  became  Pro- 
fessor at  the  Conservatoire  des  Arts-et  Metiers,  and, 
later  on,  at  his  own  school,  the  Polytechnic.  It  was  in 
1878  that  he  entered  the  Museum  d'Histoire  Naturelle  as  an 
assistant  naturalist,  and  in  1892  that  he  succeeded  to  the 
Chair  of  Applied  Physics  at  this  ancient  and  famous 
scientific  establishment.  He  also  occupied  a  chair  at  the 
Agronomical  Institute.  He  was  elected  a  .member  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  in  1889,  and  in  1908,  the  year  of  his 
death,  was  chosen  for  the  much-coveted  post  of  Perpetual 
Secretary,  a  position  long  held  by  the  late  famous  chemist 
Marcelin  Berthelet.  Professor  Becquerel  died  at  Le 
Croisic,  a  Breton  seaside  resort,  on  August  24,  1908,  at 
the  zenith  of  his  career,  a  worthy  representative  of  the 
notable  band  of  French  scientists  who  have  been  his 
contemporaries.

Record  of  Evidence  given  on  October  17. 

THIS  Committee  resumed  its  meetings,  after  an  interval 
of  over  two  months,  on  Thursday,  October  17,  at 
half-past  eleven,  but  deliberated  in  private  until  nearly 
twelve  o'clock,  when  the  public  were  admitted.  There 
was  a  large  attendance  of  members  of  the  Committee, 
Sir  Henry  Norman  being  in  the  chair.  Other  members 
present  were  Mr.  C.  Bathurst,  Mr.  Cawley,  Dr.  Chappie, 
the  Eight  Hon.  Sir  J.  Henry  Dalziel,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
Mr.  Hayden,  Mr.  Haydn  Jones,  Mr.  Lawson,  Mr.  Lynch, 
Sir  Philip  Magnus,  Mr.  Newton,  and  Mr.  0 'Grady,  who 
has  taken  Mr.  Hodge's  place  on  the  Committee  as  the 
representative  of  the  Labour  party. 

Dr.  Norman  Walker, 
Treasurer  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  Edinburgh, 
was  called.  He  said  he  appeared  instead  of  Sir  Thomas  R. 
Fraser  and  Professor  Ralph  Stockman.  Having  mentioned 
(the  old  and  obsolete  provision  of  his  College  for  visiting 
.annually  all  apothecaries'  shops,  he  proceeded  to  speak  of 
rthe  action  of  drugs  on  the  skin.  In  some  respects  the  skin 
is  more  useful  for  demonstration  purposes  than  other 
■organs,  and  he  had  had  a  number  of  wax  casts  prepared  in 
order  to  show  the  Committee  the  result  of  taking  certain 
drugs.  He  then  described  effects  of  patent,  proprietary, 
and  Pharmacopoeia  medicines  on  the  skin,  mentioning 
■and  illustrating  rashes  produced  by  chrysarobin  and  bella- 
<donna.  One  of  his  patients,  he  added,  had  come  to  him 
with  an  eruption  due  to  applying  Captain  Collier's  cure 
ror  rupture,  which  consisted  largely  of  turpentine.  The 
man  was  in  the  hospital  for  three  weeks.  Another  patient 
'experienced  disagreeable  results  by  rubbing  himself 
with  a  rheumatic  liniment.  Witness  proceeded  to  describe 
skin  troubles  which  sometimes  follow  administration  of 
antipyrin,  opium,  morphine,  and  potassium  bromide.  The 
last,  he  said,  is  given  as  a  quieter  to  children  and  in 
epilepsy  remedies.  After  a  prolonged  eearch,  he  informed 
the  Committee,  they  had  found  a  proprietary  prepara- 
vtiorr,  "Sabromin,"  which  controlled  epilepsy  without  pro- 
ducing a  rash.  Mentioning  that  iodides  are  used  for 
syphilis,  witness  added,  rather  slyly,  that  it  is  unwise 
to  give  a  testimonial  that  one  has  been  rtured  by  a 
proprietary  remedy  containing  that  drug.  The  human 
$)ody  is  a  very  complicated  structure,  and  if  they  ad- 
ministered a  certain  mixture  to  every  one  in  that  room 
one  or  two  might  suffer  and  the  others  might  not.  Witness 
also  referred  to  eruptions  caused  by  arsenic  and  its  other 
■effects  on-  the  skin.  A  wax  model  of  a  hand  of  a  patient 
was  shown  in  which  cancer  had  been  produced  by  witness 
'by  the  administration  of  arsenic.  Active  remedies  were 
occasionally  included  in  teething-rowders.  A  child  had 
•come  to  his  department  with  an  irritation  which  he  had  not 
recognised  at  first.  He  had  found  that  that  child  was 
'taking 

A  Well-known  Soothing  Powder 
which  was  dealt  with  in  the  British  Medical  Association's 
'book,  "Secret  Remedies."  It  contained  calomel.  Asked 
what  powder  was  referred  to,  witness  was  uncertain 
whether  it  was  Steedman's  or  Stedman's,  but  the  Chair- 
man pointed  out  that,  according  to  "Secret  Remedies," 
both  contain  calomel.  The  suggestions  which  he  put  for- 
ward were  that  the  names  of  the  ingredients  should  be 
stated  on  the  label,  which  should  be  a  warranty  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  He  thought 
that  no  proprietary  medicines  shou'd  contain  any  drug 
-which  might  do  harm.  He  suggested  that  a  board  of 
experts  should  settle  the  question  as  to  what  are  active 
remedies. 

Cross-examination. 
The  Chairman:  Anv  drug  may  do  harm  ?— Witness :  He 
•meant  serious  harm.    At  any  rate,  it  should  be  very  definitely 


stated  what  the  effect  would  be.  He  felt  there  would  be 
some  difficulty  in  defining  the  use  of  the  word  "  active."  He 
would  suggest  that  there  should  be  a  Board  which  should 
be  satisfied  with  what  the  word  "active"  meant. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  witness  said  he  did'  not 
think  it  would  be  necessary  to  include  the  quantity  of  the 
drug.  He  did  not  think  it  would  convey  very  much  to  the 
lay  mind. 

Mr.  C.  Bathurst :  The  Scottish  County  Councils  Associa- 
tion say  the  name  and  quantity  should  appear  on  the 
label  ? — I  do  not  think  the  quantity  is  of  so  much  importance 
as  a  statement  that  certain  active  ingredients  are  included. 

Then  you  are  content  with  the  name  only? — Yes,  I  think 
that  would  go  a  long  way. 

The  Chairman  :  In  these  teething  powders,  you  want  it  to 
be  said  that  they  contain  mercury  ? — Yes.  I  always  keep 
the  British  Medical  Association's  book,  but  that  does  not 
contain  all  these  remedies. 

Mr.  C.  Bathurst :  Would  it  be  sufficient  to  say  that  calomel 
was  included  in  the  preparation?  Do  you  think  that  would 
suggest  anything  to  the  ordinary  mind  ? — I  think  the  doctors 
would  know  all  about  it. 

Oh,  it  is  for  the  instruction  of  the  doctors ! — I  do  not 
think  the  public  would  know  very  much  about  it. 

This  inscription  on  the  label  is  not  intended  to  act  as  a 
deterrent  to  the  public,  but  rather  as  an  instruction  to  the 
medical  profession  ? 

Witness  replied  that  it  would  be  useful  to  a  great  many 
people.  There  were  many  people  who  would  not  take 
certain  medicines  if  they  knew  what  they  contained.  He 
did  not  think,  for  example,  that  a  man  would  go  readily 
to  buy  a  bottle  which  he  knew  contained  iodide  of 
potassium. 

I  see  some  difficulty  in  your  suggestion  that  no  pro- 
prietary medicine  should  contain  anv  drug  likely  to  do 
serious  harm? — Well,  it  is  undesirable  that  things  which 
are  likely  to  do  serious  harm  should  be  sold. 

But  is  it  not  very  difficult  indeed  to  say  what  ingredient 
is  calculated  to  do  serious  harm  ?  Take,  for  example,  nux 
vomica? — That  would  have  to  be  taken  in  considerable 
quantities  to  do  serious  harm. 

That  is  the  whole  point.  Wou'd  you  make  it  illegal  to 
make  up  any  preparation  of  proprietary  medicine  containing 
nux  vomica  because  if  too  much  were  taken  it  might  do 
serious  harm? — If  you  do  that  you  will  stop  the  sale  of  all 
remedies,  and  that  might  be  a  very  good  thing.  (Laughter.) 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones.  witness  said  that  he  was  not 
aware  that  the  Edinburgh  College  had  ever  exercised  their 
power  to  visit  the  shops  and  examine  the  drugs,  though 
they  had  it  on  record  that  there  had  been  disputes  between 
the  College  and  the  Town  Council  as  to  which  body  should 
do  it.  The  effect  of  drugs  upon  the  skin  varied  very  much 
with  different  people,  and  no  doctor  prescribing  belladonna, 
for  example,  would  know  whether  it  would  produce  an 
eruption  or  not. 

Mr.  G'yn-Jones :  Do  these  eases  of  eruption  due  to  the 
use  of  drugs  bear  a  laree  proportion  to  the  numbers  of 
cases  you  are  treating? — Not  very  large 

When  they  arise,  are  they  serious  in  their  effects  ? — Some 
of  them  are. 

Witness,  holding  up  a  bundle  of  cards,  said  they  were 
records  which  showed  th«  extraordinary  perseverance  with 
which  people  went  on  rubbing  in  turpentine,  although  it  was 
obviously  doing  harm. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones:  When  something  happens  to  the  skin, 
does  not  the  patient  know  very  quickly  that  everything  is 
not  right? — Yes,  any  ill  effects  are  shown  on  the  skin  at 
once. 

When  an  eruption  appears  on  the  skin,  would  not  n  great 
majority  of  people  be  put  on  their  guard  at  once? — Yes,  in 
a  .great  manv  cases,  especially  where  it  is  an  external  ap- 
plication. When  the  remedy  is  tak^n  internally  you  cannot 
expect  the  patient  to. assume  that  the  medicine  is  the  cause 
of  the  eruption. 

You  told  us  that  the  bromides  and  iodides,  in  some  cases, 
cause  eruptions.  You  then  said  that  in  a  particular  case  of 
enilepsv  under  your  treatment  it  was  necessary  to  go  on 
giving  bromide,  and  that  you  found  if  a  proprietary  bromido 
was  used  it  did  not  cause  the  eruption.  What  was  that 
preparation  ? — It  was  Sabromin.    Witness  added  that  it  was 
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found  that  this  preparation  controlled  the  epilepsy  without 
producing  an  eruption. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  recalled  what  witness  had  said  on  the 
subject  of  teething  powders,  and,  reading  from  the  direc- 
tions on  the  particular  powders  referred  to,  said  the  instruc 
tions  were  that  a  powder  should  be  given  twice  a  day, 
whereas  in  the  case  in  question  the  mother  had  given  a 
powder  three  times  a  day.  He  put  it  to  the  witness  that 
people  sometimes  take  too  frequent  doses  of  a  doctor's 
medicine,  contrary  to  directions,  and  to  this  Dr.  Walker 
a/ssented. 

Asked  whether  no  proprietary  medicines  ought  to  contain 
any  of  the  drugs  he  had  mentioned  as  causing  eruptions, 
witness  said  that  antipyrin  should  not  be  allowed. 

Is  the  general  effect  of  the  valuable  evidence  you  have 
given  to  us  this — that  no  layman  outfit  really  to  take  medi- 
cines unless  under  the  supervision  of  a  doctor  who  under- 
stands them? — Yes,  I  think  so;  that  is  the  ideal. 

Mr.  Newton :  Your  point  in  producing  these  casts,  he 
said,  is  to  give  us  an  assurance  that  these  evil  results  have 
been  produced  on  the  skin,  and  we  may  infer  that,  could 
you  have  produced  casts  of  internal  results,  they  would 
have  been  just  as  horrible? — That  is  really  the  point. 

You  said  just  now,  speaking  of  an  epileptic  patient,  that 
a  doctor  tried  one  remedy  after  another.  ,  That,-,  of  ^course, 
is  what  a  patient  very  often  does,  and  docs  not  consult  a 
doctor  at  all? — Quite.  Perhaps  I  should  have  been  a  little 
more  particular,  and  should  have  said  one  preparation  of 
bromide  after  another. 

You  would  say  that  a  doctor  is  qualified  to  try  one  pre- 
paration after  another,  because  he  can  judge  of  the  effects, 
whereas  the  patient  cannot  ?— Yes.  Witness  added  that  he 
could  at  leisure  compile  a  list  of  drugs  which  should  in 
no  circumstances  be  taken,  except  under  the  advice  of  a 
doctor  who  understood  the  patient's  case,  and  another  list  of 
drugs  which  need  not  be  so  restricted. 

Do  you  think,  said  Mr.  Newton,  that  a  list  should  be  com- 
piled of  diseases  which  it  should  be  illegal  for  anybody  to 
offer  to  cure  ? — It  is  wicked  that  people  should  take  things 
for  which  the  claim -is  made  that  they  will  cure  cancer. 
They  go  on  taking  these  things,  and  the  result  is  that  they 
do  not  come  to  the  hospital  until  they  are  too  far  gone. 
We  sometimes  hear  of  people  taking  these  so-called  remedies 
for  six  months. 

What  about  phthisis?— I  think  the  same  thing  applies. 

And  rupture  ? — In  some  cases  it  is  impossible  to  cure 
rupture 

Answering  Mr.  Lawson.  witness  said  his  objection  to 
patent  and  proprietary  medicines  is  that  they  are  taken 
by  people  in  ignorance  of  their  effects.  There  is  a  very 
widespread  belief — it  used  to  be  wider — that  arsenic  is  a 
remedy  for  every  skin-disease.  He  knew  of  a  case  where 
a  patient  obtained  a  prescription  from  a  doctor  which  con- 
tained arsenic,  and  went  on  taking  it  for  nine  years  without 
once  consulting  a  doctor  again.  "  I  think  there  is  too  much 
faith  put  in  arsenic."  Dr.  Walker  added. 

Mr.  Lawson  :  It  is  not  due  to  proprietary  medicines  that 
arsenic  has  been  given  so  freelv? — I  do  not  think  so. 

Of  course.  tbe,re  is  an  additional  risk  likely  to  be  run 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act.  when  drugs  will  be 
obtained  freely,  and -therefore  more  frequently,  by  the  great 
bodv  of  poor  people  for  supposed  diseases  ? — I  hope  there 
will  be  no  encouragement  to  people  to  obtain  prescriptions 
and  go  on  using  them  indefinitely  without  again  consulting 
a  doctor. 

But  free  drugs  will  be  a  great  temptation  to  those  who 
are  fond  of  drugs? — Surely  they  are  not  going  to  get  a  pre- 
scription which  they  can  go  onusing  indefinitely?  Witness 
added  that  the  regulation  r°~ardinsr  the  statement  on  the 
label  should  applv  to  remedies  supplied  bv  chemists,  just 
as  much  as  to  proorietarv  medicines.  He  was  aqrainst  anv 
secret  remedies,  but  he  really  did  not  profess  to  have  much 
knowledge  as  to  whether  there  is  great  secrecy  at  present 
in  the  preparations.  He  would  not  allow  any  dangerous 
ingredient  to  be  included  in  patent  medicines. 

Dr.  Chappie  :  Do  you  really  think  if  the  ingredients  were 
stated  on  the  label,  no  matter  how  false  were  the  claims 
put  fo  rwnrd^  that  people  would  be  deterred  from  taking 
the  remedv  ? — I  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing.  It  would 
considerably  mitigate  the  evil  from  which  we  suffer. 

Witness  caused  some  amusement  by  remarking,  "  I  think 
you  must  be  a  medical  man."  The  Chairman  laughingly 
replied,  "  Don't  let  that  influence  you  at  all." 

Would  you  hesitate  to  go  further  and  give  every  indi- 
vidual who  suffered  in  consequence  of  a  false  and  extrava- 
gant claim  a  remedy  at  law  ?— I  think  in  a  case  like  that  of 
a  man  who  was  ruptured,  and  had  to  be  in  hospital  for 
three  weeks  in  consequence  of'the  application  of  a  remedy 
containing  turpentine,  there  ought  to  be  a  remedy at.law. 
It  would  not  seem  an  unfair  thing  that  the  board  which 


he  suggested  should  be  set  up  should  have  power  to  aid 
anyone  who  had  suffered  to  get  redress  at  law. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Lynch,  witness  said  that  though  theoreti- 
cally desirable,  he  doubted  whether  in  practice  it  would  be 
possible  to  establish  a  censorship  over  advertisements  of 
patent  medicines  in  newspapers.  He  would,  however,  deal 
drastically  with  advertisements  promising  to  cure  certain, 
diseases.  Mr.  Lynch  further  drew  from  witness  tfist  Sabro- 
mine  was  very  dear.  He  prescribed  proprietary  medicines- 
when  necessary.  As  an  example,  he  said,  "  I  do  frequently 
order  Wright's  Liquor  Carbonis  Detergens  because-  there  is- 
nothing  like  it  in  the  Pharmacopoeia." 

Sir  Philip  Magnus  questioned  witness  as  to  what  he  wouhll 
do  in  the  case  of  medicines  containing  no  active  ingredient. 
Quoting  from  "  Secret  Remedies,"  he  asked  what  would  be- 
the  active  ingredient  in  Veno's  Lightning  Cure?  Witness- 
was  unable  to  say,  but  added  that  he  did  not  think  the- 
public  is  sufficiently  educated  to  know  the  difference. 
Cuticura  ointment,  he  said,  contains  no  active  ingredient. 

The  Chairman:  Don't  you  think  if  it  was  stated  on  the- 
label,  "  This  bottle  is  guaranteed  to  contain  80  per  cent, 
of   pure   H-0   it   would  mystify   some  people-?  " — Witness- 
nodded  his  head  and  laughed. 

After  questioning  the  witness  in  regard  to  the  value  of" 
placing  the  names  of  the  ingredients  on  the  label,  the  Chair- 
man remarked :  According  to  your  suggestion,  in  most  cases- 
the  patient  would  not  get  any  benefit  from  the  new  law 
until  he  went  to  a  hospital,  or  a  doctor  told  him  what  it 
was  he  had  been  taking.  Do  you  suggest  that  the  medical 
profession  cannot  conduct  this  diagnosis  by  other  means- 
than  by  giving  this  information? — I  am  very  anxious  to 
have  all  information  which  comes  to  me,  and  it  is  a  great- 
advantage. 

With  regard  to  advertising,  what  restrictions  do  you  ad- 
vise?— All  claims  to  cure  certain  diseases  should  be  stopped. 

Mr.  C.  Bathurst:  Do  you  think  there  will  be  less  self- 
diagnosis  in  consequence  of  the  Insurance  Act?— Yes;  T 
think  that  if  a  patient  has  a  right  to  go  to  a  doctor  he- 
will  do  so. 

In  reply  to  further  questions  by  the  Chairman,  Dr.  Walker- 
said  his  evidence  amounted  to  a  statement  that  there  was- 
a  widespread  evil  caused  by  the  ignorant  use  of  widely 
advertised  drugs,  which  called  for  legislation.  He  admitted' 
that  they  could  not  legislate  for  the  absolutely  ignorant, 
but  the  suggestions  which  he  had  made  would  be  an  addi- 
tional protection  to  a  large  section  of  the  public.  In  reply 
to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  he  said  doctors  occasionally  wrote  on- 
their  prescriptions,  "Not  to  be  dispensed  more  than  once."" 
or  "  Not  to  be  dispensed  after  a  certain  date."  It  would  be- 
very  useful  if  that  were  done  more  generally,  and  the  re- 
petition of  such  prescriptions  bv  a  chemist  was  prohibited. 
The  Chairman  thanked  Dr.  Walker  for  his-evidence. 

The  ' '  Truth  ' '  of  the  Matter. 
After  luncheon,  Mr.  G.  Paternoster,  assistant  editor- 
of  "  Truth,"   gave  evidence.    He  said  that  for  years; 
"  Truth  "  has  been  exposing  the  methods  of  quacks.  He- 
then  referred  to  methods  of  advertising,  which  are  often- 
of  an  indirect  character.    For  instance,  a  remedy  is  offerecf 
free  as  a  trial,  or  an  offer  is  made  of  a  book  describing  a 
method  of  treatment.    The  applicants  then  receive  follow- - 
up  letters  until  they  purchase  some  of  the  remedy.  The- 
newest  method,  he  said,  is  to  insert  a  paragraph  in  a 
newspaper  giving  a  prescription,  hut  when  a  person  takes- 
this  prescription  to  a  chemist  he  finds  that  one  of  the- 
ingredients  is  a  proprietary  article.    As  instances  he  quoted" 
barkola,   sanitol,   lavonee   de  composa,   parsidium  jelly,, 
telmo,  and  mercolised  wax. 

The  Chairman  :  These  are  really  farcical  prescriptions  ?— 
Witness  :  Oh,  yes. 

Continuing,  witness  said  that  a  campaign  for  the  sale  of 
Eckmann's  Alterative  is  about  to  he  begun  in  this  country. 
The  method  employed  is  to  write  to  clergymen  and  enclose- 
six  postcards  to  be  given  to  parishioners  who  suffer  from 
a  disease.  _  The  postcard  is  a  request  for  a  free  supply  of" 
the  medicine,  which  the  patient  receives  until  he  is  cured. 
The  representative  of  the  proprietors  informed  "  Truth  "' 
that  the  object  is  to  obtain  testimonials.  Introducing 
medicines  through  clergymen  is  a  favourite  method' with- 
some  advertisers.    He  gave  as  a  further  instance  E.  J. 
Wood's  drunkenness  and  tobacco-habit-  cures,  the  pro- 
prietor of  which  offers  clergymen  8s.  per  head  for  each' 
patient  induced  to  buy  the  remedies.    M.  A.  Winker's^ 
"  Chocolate  Drops"  offer  agencies  to  all  sorts  of  people,, 
including  generals  and. bishops.    Witness  had  something- 
to  say  regarding  liquozone  and  the  Viavi  remedies.  The- 
latter,  he  said,  are  not  offered  through  the  trade— the  worst! 
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kinds  of  medicines  are  not  sold  through  the  trade. 
Macaura's  career  was  mentioned.  After  exhausting 
London  he  went  to  Paris  and  Amsterdam ;  and  the  Chair- 
.man  interposing,  said  that  Macaura  was  working  Italy 
when  he  (the  Chairman)  was  there  the  other  day.  Some 
amusement  was  caused  when  witness  said  Macaura  is  an 
Irishman  from  Skibbereen.  The  follow-up  system  is 
.largely  employed  by  the  army  of  American  patent- 
medicine  vendors  who  have  invaded  this  country 
within  the  last  five  years.  He  explained  that 
ithe  more  stringent  laws  in  America  against  quack 
medicines  are  the  cause  of  the  invasion  of  this  country 
by  the  Americans.  As  an  instance  of  the  way  proprietary 
medicines  are  treated  under  the  law  in  the  United  States 
Jie  referred  to  Radol  cancer-cure,  which  consisted  of  an 
.acid  solution  of  quinine.      The  proprietors  were  prose- 

•  cuted  for  misdescription.  There  is  a  similar  article  in 
this  country,  under  the  name  of  Dr.  Shower's  radium- 
salve.  This  remedy  was  introduced  in  this  country  by  a 
letter  in  the  "Daily  Telegraph"  from  Mr.  G.  A. 
Eichardson,  Secretary  of  the  Stamford  Street  Skin  Hos- 
pital, who  referred  to  cures  that  had  been  made  of  cancer 
■with  radium  in  that  hospital.  The  letter  was  afterwards 
'■used  as  an  advertisement  for  Dr.  Shower's  radium-salve, 
.and  witness  understood  that  Mr.  Richardson  had  had  to 
leave  the  hospital  partly  in  consequence  of  having  written 
the  letter.  The  remedy  referred  to  gives  a  formula  on  the 
label,  but  it  is  unintelligible,  as  one  of  the  ingredients  is 
"  radium  concentrate  matt."  Witness  next  referred  tomedi- 

■cines  which  had  been  driven  out  of  Germany,  mentioning 
antineurasthenin,  and  giving  a  long  account  of  the  origin 

•  of  this  remedy  in  Berlin.  Some  uncomplimentary  refer- 
ences were  also  made  to  Mr.  A.  B.  Griffiths,  an  analyst 
who  supplies  reports  for  such  medicines.  There  are  other 
remedies  sold  for  sexual  diseases,  but  considerable  diffi- 

■  culty  is1  experienced  in  getting  evidence  from  those  who 
receive  the  circulars,  as  people  do  not  like  to  be  identified 
with  such  remedies.      A  curious  history  was  given  of 

•0.  E.  Miller,  of  Isleworth,  who  has  a  method  of  curing 

■  consumption,  which  consists  in  first  starving  the  patient 
.  and  then  keeping  him  in  a  partly  unconscious  condition  by 

means  of  hyoscine.  This  man  so  impressed  the  Duke  of 
Manchester  that  the  latter  partly  financed  his  institute. 
One  of  the  patients  was  a  German  prince  of  the  blood, 
who  paid  1,000/.  for  treatment  and  died  after  leaving  the 
institute.  Miller  said  witness  founded  a  university  in  the 
United  States  and  conferred  upon  himself  medical  degrees. 
Mention  was  made  of  Dr.  Yonker,  a  horse-doctor,  who  runs 

;a  cure  for  consumption  under  the  name  of  tuberculosyne. 
Then  came  particulars  about  a  Mr.  Heynol,  who  owns 

r.the  Weidhaus  Hygienic  Institute  at  Burgess  Hill  and 
induced  Dr.  Macnamara  to  open  an  extension  of  the  sana- 

rtorium.    (Laughter.)    Witness  then  referred  to  a  number 

■  of  deafness  quacks,  deafness  being,  he  explained,  one  of 

•  the  most  popular  diseases  which  quacks  take  up.  One 
Marr,  who  employed  the  murderer  Crippen,  is  the  largest 
advertiser  in  this  line.  He -trades,  or  has  traded,  under 
.numerous  aliases,  but  always  supplies  his  remedies  by 
■post.  He  was  Keith-Harvey  for  years,  then  Frankaei, 
next  the  Oral  Remedies  Co.,  and  is  now  Holmes  Shirley. 
This  led  to  a  description  of  the  methods  of  the  Drouet 
Institute,  which  was  broken  up  through  the  exposure  it 
Teceived  in  the  Law  Courts.  Other  deafness  specialists 
.are  Edward  Gardner,  Dr.  Guy  Clifford  Powell,  Laurence 
E.  Palmer,  and  Professor  Hoffman.  The  last-named  sup- 
plies two  tiny  pieces  of  rubber  for  25.?.,  but -comes  down 
to  5s.  6<7.  if  the  patient  does  not  respond  to  the  earlier 
letters.  Some  advertisers -offer  to  return  money  if  no  cure' 
results,  but  there  is  always  a  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  ful- 
filment of  this  guarantee.  The  Chairman,  interposing, 
said  that  recently,  owing  to  the  investigations  of  the  Select 
Committee,  one  of  these  advertisers  had  returned  the 
money  claimed.  Witness  -  then,  proceeded  to.  speak  of 
alcohol  cures,  but  as  it  was  a  quarter  to  four  the  Chair- 
man asked  witness  if  he  would  come  again  on  the  following 
Thursday  and  continue  his  evidence.  This  he  promised 
to  do,  and  the  Committee  adjourned  till  October  24. 

The  Sales  in  the  drug-department  of  the  Dunfermline 
Co-operative  Society  amounted  last  quarter  to  573/.,  an 
increase  of  54?.  over  the  corresponding  period  of  1911. 


LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Bottles  for  Bomoiy.-ln  the  City  of  London  Court  on 
October  10,  before  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.<J.,  Johatiigman 
Bros.,  Ltd.,  80  Finsbury  Pavement,  E.C.,  claimed  bi.  10s.  id. 
from  Tullocli  &  Co.,  4  fenehurch  Avenue,  E.C,  being 
balance  ot  account  for  supplying  them  with  bottles.  Mr. 
Lever,  for  tne  plaintiffs,  stated  that  the  defendants  had 
raised  a  counterclaim  for  221.  12s.  In  December  1909  defen- 
dants gave  the  plaintiff's  an  order  for  three  sizes  of  glass 
bottles — g  oz.,  1  oz.,  and  2  oz. — to  take  oil,  scent,  hair-wash, 
etc.,  and  they  were  supplied.  They  amounted  to  5/.  7s.  la. 
In  March  1910  plaintiffs  de.ivered  another  lot  of  4-oz.  bottles. 
Defendants  paid  5/.  Is.  Id.,  but  only  8/.  9s.  dd.  in  respect 
of  the  second  lot  amounting  to  14/.  Hence  the  present 
c.aim. — Mr.  D.  H.  Pritt,  for  defendants,  said  that 
the  bottles  were  supplied  for  sending  to  Bombay.  They 
were  not  according  to  samp.e,  and  their  customers  would 
not  take  them.  Defendants  paid  the  5/.  Is,  Id.  before  they 
heard  that  the  bottles  were  refused  at  Bombay,  and  they 
deducted  from  the  second  amount  due  that  which  must 
come  off  the  first  lot.  That  was  commercially  right,  but 
legally  wrong. — Mr.  Lever,  in  reply,  said  as  the  defendants 
had  the  opportunity  of  inspection  at  Bombay  the  property 
in  the  goods  passed  to  them  at  the  London  docks,  and  de- 
fendants could  make  no  claim  for  anything  that  happened 
to  the  goods  afterwards.  Section  15  (2,  B)  of  the  Sale  of 
Goods  Act  says  that  there  is  an  implied  condition  that  the 
buyer  should  have  an  opportunity  of  comparing  the  bulk 
with  the  sample.  It  also  provides  that  there  is  an  implied 
condition  that  the  bulk  should  correspond  with  the  sample 
in  fact.  If  the  plaintiffs  could  show  that  the  defendants 
had  an  ample  opportunity  of  seeing  the  goods  when  they 
passed  beyond  the  plaintiffs'  hands,  even  if  they  did  not 
correspond  with  the  sample,  they  could  not  make  the  plain- 
tiffs pay  damages  and  dock  charges  and  duties  accruing  in 
India  about  which  the  plaintiffs  knew  nothing.  That  was 
the  basis  of  the  counterclaim.  Defendants  said  that  they 
had  resold  the  goods  worth  21.  7s.  bd.  for  1/.  15s.  Id.,  and 
now  wanted  the  plaintiffs  to  pay  5/.  10s.  3(?.  for  them. 
Mr.  Pritt  said  that  the  defendants  had  made  every  effort 
to  sell  the  bottles,  but  some  of  them  had  upon  them  the 
name  of  the  customer  in  Bombay  for  whom  they  were  in- 
tended.— Judge  Lumley  Smith  said  that  made  them  worth- 
less to  anybody  else.  Subsequently,  after  further  argument 
and  evidence,  during  which  it  transpired  that  Messrs.  Tot- 
hill,  -  Sharp  &  Co.,  Bombay,  had  ordered  the  goods,  his 
Honour  said  at  present  he  thought  the  defendants  were 
justified  in  rejecting  the  "cods  and  were  entitled  to  damages 
on  their  counterclaim,  but  h»  would  take  time  to  consider 
his  decision  as  the  parties  attached  importance  to  the 
matter. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

Kodak  Works  at  Harrow. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  October  16,  before  Lords 
Justices  Vaughan  Williams,  Buckley,  and  Kennedy,  the 
appeal  of  the  plaintiffs  from  an  order  cf  Mr.  Justice 
Avory  in  the  matter  of  Kodak,  Ltd.,  v.  Lowndes- came 
on  for  argument.  It  appeared  that  his  Lordship  had 
refused  to  grant  the  appellants  an  interim  injunction  in  a 
matter  in  which  both  parties  applied  to  restrain  the  other. 
The  action  was  in  respect  to  the  pessession  of  premises 
and  land  known  as  Cambridge  House  Farm,  Wealdstone, 
near  Harrow.  After  discussion,  the  parties  agreed  to  the 
following  terms  : 

"  The  appeal  .-be  dismissed,  the  plaintiffs  to  have  the 
benefit  of  the  occupation  of  the  buildings  which  they  had 
erected  on  the  land  in  dispute ;  if  the  case  should  be  decided 
in  the  defendants'  favour  the  p-aintiffs  should  pay  such 
occupation  rent  as  should  be  assessed  by  a  Judge  in  Cham- 
bers; the  plaintiffs  further  undertaking  to  remove  the 
fencing -by  which  they  had  .enclosed  certain  land  or  a  suffi- 
cient part  thereof." 

Defendant  was  given  costs  in  the  appeal. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Oil  of  Almonds. 
At  the  Burnley  Police  Court  on  October  16,  the  case 
of  Mr.  Nehemiah  Tomlinson,  chemist,  Burnley,  in  regard 
to  oil  of  almonds  (C .  d-  D.,  October  5,  index  folio  536) 
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•was  again  called.  The  Town  Clerk  (who  prosecuted)  now 
asked  that  the  case  be  withdrawn  on  payment  of  costs,  in 
order  that  a  fresh  summons  in  the  words  of  the  informa- 
tion should  be  issued.  Mr.  Riley,  for  the  defendant,  said 
he  was  acting  on  instructions  for  other  people,  and  he 
could  not  consent  because  he  did  not  know  how  it  would 
affect  his  position,  and  he  did  not  think  the  Town  Clerk's 
application  fair.  The  Magistrate's  clerk  then  amended 
the  summons,  inserting  in  the  body  of  it,  "  to  the  prejudice 
of  the  purchaser,"  and  at  the  close,  "  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1875,  Section  6."  The  Bench  agreed  to  the 
amendment  of  the  summons  and  adjourned  the  hearing 
for  three  weeks. 

Jesse  Tomlinson,  brother  of  the  previous  defendant,  was 
similarly  summoned.  Mr.  D.  Smith  appeared  for  the  defen- 
dant. Here  there  was  a  similar  omission  from  the 
summons,  and  the  Bench  agreed  to  amend  it  and  adjourn 
the  case  for  three  weeks. 

Shops  Act,  1912. 

Chemists  Prosecuted. 

At  Stratford-on-Avon  Borough  Police  Court,  before  Mr. 
G.  Boyden  (Chairman)  and  Dr.  J.  J.  Nason,  on  October  10, 
Frederic  Downing  Spencer,  chemist  and  druggist,  High 
Street,  Stratf ord-on-Avon,  w  is  summoned  for  unlawfully 
keeping  open  his  shop  for  the  serving  of  customers  after 
one  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  October  3,  that 
being  the  afternoon  of  the  week  on  which  he  had  decided 
to  close  .his  shop  for  the  serving  of  customers.  Mr.  R. 
Lunn  (Town  Clerk)  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  S.  C.  Warden 
(instructed  by  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby,  solicitors  to 
the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd.)  defended. 

Mr.  Lunn,  in  opening,  said  this  was  a  test  case  pure 
and  simple. 

George  Holton,  engine-driver  in  the  employ  of  the 
Corporation,  proved  the  purchase  of  a  tin  of  tooth-powder 
and  a  tablet  of  toilet-soap.  The  assistant  supplied  them, 
nothing  being  6aid  about  either  of  the  articles  being  a 
medicine  or  for  what  purpose  they  were  required. 

Inspector  Albert  Ainley  deposed  to  going  into  the  shop 
after  receiving  the  articles  from  Holton.  There  was  no 
notice  in  the  place  fixing  what  the  early-closing  day  was 
to  be,  but  later  in  the  afternoon  he  saw  exhibited  the 
usual  notice  stating  that  the  6hop  was  closed  except  for 
the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances. 

Proof  of  witness's  appointment  having  been  given  on 
the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Warden,  he  was  cross-examined. 
Witness  admitted  it  to  be  the  fact  that  the  Town  Council 
Committee  decided  to  take  action  owing  to  a  letter  received 
from  the  Home  Office  stating  that  Mr.  J.  G.  Dance  had 
complained  that  one  of  the  chemists  of  the  town  was  not 
complying  with  the  Shops  Act.  He  denied  that  at  the 
meeting  of  the  committee  he  reported  what  goods  Mr. 
Spencer  was  selling  which  were  not  medicines  or  medical 
or  surgical  appliances,  but  admitted  stating  that  Mr. 
Spencer  was  contravening  the  Act.  Soon  after  the  Act 
came  into  force  be  saw  Mr.  Spencer  on  the  matter,  and 
told  him  he  would  have  to  close  his  shop  one  half-day  a 
week  for  the  sale  of  certain  goods. 

Mr.  Warden:  Did  you  not  point  out  that  in  your  opinion 
he  would  have  to  close  his  door,  and  that  if  the  public  came 
to  the  shop  they  would  have  to  ring1  ? — Witness :  He  asked 
me  the  question,  but  I  did  not  definitely  say  what  you  are 
saying.  I  said  that  according  to  the  Act  the  things  not  to 
be  sold  should  not  be  exposed.  Mr.  Spencer  told  me  can- 
didly he  did  not  agree  with  my  interpretation  of  the  Act 
Mr.  Spencer  also  sells  photographic  materials,  but  he  had 
obtained  an  exemption  in  respect,  of  these. 

He  was  entitled  to  have  his  shop  open  for  the  sale  of 
photographic  goods,  and  I  put  it  to  you  he  was  entitled  to 
have  it  open  for  the  sale  of  chemists'  goods  ? — Yes,  so  far 
as  he  complies  with  the  Act. 

And  you  say  he  has  infringed  the  Act  because  a  tablet 
of  soap  and  a  box  of  tooth-powder  have  been  sold  ? — I  do, 
certainly. 

It  was  open  to  vou  to  select  any  goods  you  liked  ? — Yes. 

And  you  decided  on  soap  and  tooth-powder.  Did  you 
select  these  artcles  because  they  were  on  the  border-line,  or 
because  you  thought  they  were  flagrant  infringements? — 
Becpuse  T  thought  they  were  articles  which  should  be 
purchased. 


Mr.  Warden  :  Did  you  select  them  because  you  wanted'  a 
decision  on  the  point? — No;  I  thought  they  were  likely 
articles. 

Are  you  aware  that  the  ingredients  of  this  tooth-powder 
are  precipitated  chalk,  carbolic  acid,  oil  of  wintergreen,  oil 
of  cinnamon,  eosin,  strong  solution  of  ammonia,  and  pow- 
dered orris,  and  that  the  whole  of  these  are  drugs? — I  don't, 
think  they  are  all  drugs. 

It  says  on  the  tin  that  this  powder  renders  the  teeth 
pearly  white,  prevents  decay,  gives  a  delicious  freshness 
to  the  mouth,  and  strengthens  the  gums.  (Laughter.) — I 
do  not  agree  that  it  is  an  article  of  a  medicinal  nature. 

And  the  coal-tar  soap  "  softens  and  preserves  the  com- 
plexion." (Laughter.)  Mr.  Warden  enumerated  the  in- 
gredients of  the  soap,  but  witness  would  not  admit  this 
article  was  of  a  medicinal  nature. 

Re-examined,  witness  said  he  gave  instructions  for  these- 
articles  to  be  asked  for  because  he  thought  they  were  the 
ones  likely  to  be  supplied  to  the  public.  He  did  not  pick 
out  Mr.  Spencer's  shop  alone,  but  told  the  man  to  go  to 
each  chemist. 

Dr.  Arthur  Thomson,  medical  officer  of  health  for  Strat- 
ford-on-Avon, stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  articles 
purchased  were  not  medicines,  nor  medical  or  surgical 
appliances.  They  were  cosmetics.  In  cross-examination-,, 
he  agreed  that  several  of  the  ingredients  in  the  powder  ar,e 
drugs  mentioned  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  but  the 
word  "drugs"  does  not  occur  in  the  Shops  Act.  Some 
of  the  ingredients  of  the  powder  wore  undoubtedly- 
medicinal,  but  in  the  form  of  tooth-powder  they  could  not. 
be  administered  as  a  medicine. 

Mr.  Warden:  A  tooth-brush  is  a  medical  appliance?— 
Witness:  It  is  a  cosmetic  appliance. 

You  recommend  tooth-powder  sometimes.  Is  not  that  orb 
account  of  its  medicinal  properties? — I  can't  admit  thatr 
it  is  too  far-fetched.  If  a  man  went  to  a  chemist  with  ait. 
order  from  a  dentist  or  doctor,  the  chemist  would  be  justified 
in  serving  him  during  prohibited  hours. 

Then  you  draw  a  distinction  between  selling  a  powder- 
made  up  from  prescription  and  selling  one  that  happens 
to  be  in  stock  ? — Yes.  . 

Have  you  recommended  patients  to  use  certain  soap  which 
contains  medicinal  properties  ?— The  soap  has  an  antiseptic 
action  on  the  skin.  I  agree  that  both  articles  contain  drugs, 
but  a  mixture  of  drugs  does  not  make  them  medicines. 

Mr.  Lunn  :  Water  also  has  action  on  the  skin,  and  you 
would  not  call  that  a  medicine. 

For  the  Defence 
Dr.  Earnshaw  Hewer  said  he  was  of  opinion  that  the- 
tooth-powder  came  under  the  heading  of  medicine.  The 
ingredients  were  within  the  scope  of  drug6,  and  four  of 
the  seven  ingredients  are  mentioned  in  the  British- 
Pharmacopoeia.  Occasionally  he  recommended  patients  to- 
purchase  a  particular  tooth-powder,  and  he  considered' 
that  the  powder  sold  in  this  instance  was  just  as  much  a? 
medicine  as  any  powder  that  might  be  prescribed.  Re- 
specting the  coal-tar  soap,  he  agreed  that  three  of  the- 
five  ingredients  are  enumerated  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  and 
the  tablet  undoubtedly  possessed  antiseptic  properties.  At 
times  he  recommended  people  to  use  certain  soaps  which 
are  of  medicinal  value,  and  he  contended  that  the  coal- 
tar  soap  in  question  came  under  the  heading  of  medicine. 
In  cross-examination,  witness  said  he  had  prescribed  this- 
particular  soap.  With  regard  to  the  lists  of  medicines- 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  he  added  that  it  is  laid  down- 
by  statute  that  the  General  Medical  Council  "shall  cause 
to  be  published  a  book  containing  a  list  of  medicines  and' 
compounds." 

Dr.  Donald  S.  Murray  was  also  of  opinion  that  the 
tooth-powder  was  a  medicine  and  the  soap  of  a  medicinal' 
nature,  and  believed  that  both  articles  came  within  the- 
list  of  goods  that  could  be  sold  during  closing  hours. 
In  cross-examination,  he  said  that  vinegar  is  a  medicine- 
also. 

The  defendant  also  gave  evidence.  He  said  that  when- 
the  Act  first  came  into  force  the  inspector  saw  him,  and 
told  him  that  he  must  pull  his  blinds  down  and  close  his- 
doors  on  the  half -day,  and  if  anybody  wanted  any  thing- 
they  would  have  to  ring  the  bell  to  obtain  it.  Mr. 
Spencer  pointed  out  that  that  was  not  his  reading  of  the 
Act,  and  it  would  only  be  necessary  to  do  so  if  two-thirds 
of  the  chemists  of  the  town  were  successful    in  as 
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.application  for  a  strict  closing  order.  In  July  he  obtained 
an  exemption  for  photographic  materials,  and  he  contended 
that  it  was  not  incumbent  upon  him  to  close  his  6hop  at 
all.  Both  the  tooth-powder  and  the  soap  undoubtedly  had 
antiseptic  properties,  and  a  large  proportion  of  their 
ingredients  were  incorporated  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia. He  agreed  that  if  the  application  for  a  total 
■closing  order  had  been  successful  he  would  have  had  to 
pull  his  blinds  down,  close  his  door,  and  sell  only  articles 
"that  were  required  in  cases  of  illness  or  to  make  up 
doctors'  and  dentists'  prescriptions. 

Cross-examined  :  Would  you  supply,  say.  a  Thermos  flask 
on  a  Thursday  afternoon  ? — Defendant :  If  it  were  required 
to  keep  patients'  milk  or  babies'  food  warm  I  should 
supply  it. 

Then  you  would  inquire  for  what  it  was  required?— 
Certainly. 

Mr.  Lunn  retorted  that  that  was  not  done  in  the  case 
of  the  soap  and  tooth-powder. 

Mr.  Warden  inquired  whether  the  Bench  considered 
he  had  a  case  to  answer. 

The  Chairman  :  We  are  of  opinion  that  there  is. 

Mr.  Warden  said  it  was  admitted  by  the  prosecution 
that  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  keep  open  his  shop  for 
the  sale  of  medicines  and  photographic  goods.  He  was 
summoned  not  for  keeping  the  shop  open  and  selling 
certain  goods  which  it  was  contended  could  not  be  sup- 
plied, but  for  keeping  open  the  shop  "  for  the  serving 
of  customers  on  the  afternoon  in  the  week  on  which  the 
defendant  had  decided  to  close  his  shop."  He  believed 
he  was  entitled  to  keep  the  shop  open,  and,  that 
reing  so,  he  contended  that  the  summons  on  the  face  of 
it  disclosed  no  offence.    He  asked  for  a  ruling. 

The  Magistrates  having  decided  against  him,  Mr. 
Warden  urged  that  Mr.  Spencer  was  not  bound  to  close 
his  establishment  at  all,  and  the  prosecution  had  been 
unable  to  prove  anything  to  the  contrary. 

The  Bench  also  decided  against  him  on  thi6  point,  and 
Mr.  Warden  said  that,  assuming  the  shop  should  be  closed, 
it  was  laid  down  by  the  Act  that  unless  and  until  any 
order  were  made  by  the  local  authority  fixing  a  weekly 
half-holiday  the  proprietor  or  occupier  of  the  establish- 
ment could  select  the  half -day  on  which  he  wished  to  close, 
and  announce  that  fact  in  a  notice  posted  in  the  shop.  In 
this  case  no  notice  had  been  posted  specifying  the  day 
that  had  been  selected  for  closing,  and  he  contended 
there  was  no  evidence  to  show  that  Mr.  Spencer  had 
selected  Thursday. 

Having  received  an  adverse  decision  on  this  point  also, 
Mr.  Warden  observed  that  his  client  had  the  support  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association.  He  contended  that  the  articles  in  question 
were  included  in  "  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical 
appliances."  No  closing  order  had  been  granted  by  the 
local  authority  so  far  as  a  chemist's  business  was  con- 
cerned, and  he  contended  there  had  been  no  infringement 
of  the  Act. 

The  Magistrates  retired,  and,  on  returning,  the  Chair- 
man said  that  after  hearing  the  evidence,  particularly  the 
expert  portion  of  it,  they  could  scarcely  proceed  "to  a 
conviction,  and  the  case,  therefore,  would  be  dismissed. 
They  thought,  however,  that  the  scope  of  the  Act  was 
very  badly  defined. 

Mr.  Warden  applied  for  his  costs  in  the  case. 

The  Chairman  :  We  consider  it  a  case  that  should  have 
heen  brought  forward,  and  you  must  not  expect  more 
than  our  sympathy. 

Other  Cases. 
As  briefly  reported  in  our  issue  of  October  5,  William 
Bland  Botham,  Ph.C,  147  Holdenhurst  Road,  .Bourne- 
mouth, was  summoned  on  October  10  for  not  closing  his 
shop  not  later  than  1  p.m.  on  the  afternoon  of  one  week- 
day in  the  week  which  ended  September  17.  The  defen- 
dant pleaded  "  Not  guilty,"  and  was  defended  by  Mr. 
K.  H.  Bone  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby, 
Lime  Street,  London,  solicitors  to  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association). 

The  Town  Clerk  (Mr.  H.  Ashling),  who  prosecuted, 
said  no  closing  order  had  been  made  in  Bournemouth.  In 
July  the  inspector  under  the  Shops  Act  saw  a  notioe  at 


Mr.  Botham's  shop  intimating  that  Wednesday  was  the 
closing  day  agreed  on,  and  that  the  shop  was  closed  for 
that  day  except  for  the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances.  On  August  21  there  was  no  Guch 
notice,  and  Mr.  Botham  might  have  been  proceeded  against 
for  that  offence,  but  it  was  thought  unnecessary  to  take 
out  more  than  one  information.  At  seven  o'clock  on  the 
evening  of  Wednesday,  September  11,  the  inspector  sent 
a  Mrs.  Scott  into  the  shop  to  purchase  a  tablet  of  6oap, 
for  which  she  paid  2d. ,  and  a  nail-brush,  for  which  she 
paid  3jf/.  The  prosecution  contended  that  those  articles 
do  not  come  under  the  category  of  exempted  goods. 

The  Inspector  (Mr.  C.  T.  Newlyn),  in  evidence,  cor- 
roborated this  statement.  He  had  warned  Mr.  Botham 
on  August  21  in  regard  to  selling  photographic  apparatus. 

For  the  defence,  Mr.  Bone  contended  the  information 
should  be  dismissed,  because  the  opening  of  the  shop  was 
permissible  to  the  defendant.  If  the  Bench  were  going  to 
hold  that  the  soap  and  the  brush  did  not  come  within  the 
category  of  exemptions,  then  the  defendant  could  be  sum- 
moned for  a  breach  of  the  Home  Secretary's  regulations 
in  that  respect,  but  not  for  opening  his  shop.  It  was 
arguing  backwards  to  say  that  because  he  sold  those 
articles  his  shop  .  was  open  and  that  he  therefore  com- 
mitted an  offence.  They  might  equally  say  because  he 
sold  medicines  his  shop  was  open.  His  other  point 
was  in  regard  to  the  interpretation  of  the  word- 
ing in  the  schedule  of  exemptions.  He  suggested 
the  words  "medicines  and  medical  and  surgical 
appliances "  were  intended  to  refer  to  the  business 
carried  on.  and  not  merely  to  the  specified  articles. 
The  words  indicated  the  class  of  goods  the  sale 
of  which  was  exempted,  and  this  covered  articles  inci- 
dental to  the  chemist's  business.  It  was  not  suggested 
that  Mr.  Botham  kept  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  store. 
The  business,  as  announced  over  the  shop,  was  that  of  a 
pharmaceutical  and  dispensing  chemist,  and  nothing  else. 
He  sold  medicines  and  those  articles  that  had  medicinal 
properties  in  them.  Was  not  soap  connected  with  medi- 
cines ?  There  were  medicated  soaps,  and  soaps  used  for 
particular  complaints. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  Is  a  nail-brush  medicine? 

Mr.  Bone  asked  the  Court  to  remember  that  the  Govern- 
ment were  just  now  giving  children  instruction  in  the 
use  of  nail  and  tooth  brushes  for  the  benefit  of  their 
health. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  Then  it  is  a  surgical  appliance. 

Mr.  Bone  said  it  could  never  have  been  intended  to 
leave  to  the  Magistrate's  decision  what  were  medicines 
and  what  were  not.  There  were  prescribed  medicines  and 
all  kinds  of  medical  preparations.  The  Bench  would  be 
driven  into  an  awkward  position  unless  they  placed  on  the 
words  the  wide  interpretation  he  suggested,  and  they 
would  bp  compelled  to  make  very  nice  distinctions.  He 
asked  for  the  dismissal  of  the  summons  on  a  third  point. 
Defendant  was  prosecuted  for  not  closing  on  one  half-day. 
There  was  no  proof  that  he  did  not  close.  The  evidence 
related  only  to  the  Wednesday,  but  there  were  five  other 
weekdays. 

The  Town  Clerk  said  the  notice  previously  shown 
related  to  the  Wednesday,  and  the  day  selected  could  not 
be  changed  within  three  months. 

The  Inspector,  re-called,  said  Wednesday  was  the  day 
chosen  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Bourne- 
mouth, to  which  nearly  all  the  chemists  belonged. 

The  Magistrates,  after  considering  in  private,  said  they 
had  decided  to  convict.  The  articles  sold  did  not,  in 
their  opinion,  come  within  the  articles  allowed  to  be  sold. 
There  would  be  a  fine  of  11.,  including  costs.  Leave  to 
appeal  was  given. 

A  similar  summons  was  heard  against  Mr.  Simon 
Chellew  Moyle,  chemist,  7  Westbourne  Arcade,  Bourne- 
mouth.— The  Town  Clerk  said  in  this  instance  there 
was  a  notice  stating  the  shop  was  closed  except  for  the 
sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances. — • 
The  Inspector  deposed  to  sending  a  woman  into  the  shop, 
and  she  purchased  a  tablet  of  oatmeal  soap  at  2d. — The 
defendant  said  the  6oap  was  a  skin  s"->p,  and  h"  hpd  no 
idea  he  was  violating  the  law  by  selling  it.  He  under- 
stood he  could  sell  anvthing  belonging  to  a  chemist's 
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business. — The  Chairman  said  the  Bench  would  take  into 
consideration  that  defendant  had  not  been  previously 
warned,  but  he  was  equally  guilty.  He  ought  to  know 
what  he  could  sell  and  what  he  could  not  sell.  Defen- 
dant was  fined  10>. ,  including  ccets.

For  the  "  Scotch 
Pines"  a  specially  painted  window-poster  is  supplied,  the 
poster  being  made  in  the  proper  sizs  for  each  window. 
The  magnetic  effect  on  the  public  of  a  window  poster  and 
display  of  tablets  has  been  proved  in  the  case  of  other 
lines.  If  the  ball  is  kept  rolling  by  seasonal  goods,  there 
is  no  reason  why  the  tablet  habit  should  not  be  largely 
developed  and  maintained  throughout  the  seasons.

He  was 
President  of  the  Gesellschaft  for  three  years,  and  his 
energy  and  influence  steered  it  safely  over  the  critical 
time  of  its  existence.  On  the  occasion  of  his  birthday 
Professor  H.  Thorns  (President),  Dr.  Strunk,  Dr.  Gold- 
mann,  Dr.  Wolff,  and  Mr.  Schering  called  at  his  house  to 
congratulate  him.  A  large  circle  of  friends  and  relatives 
were  entertained  to  luncheon,  and  the  two  daughters  of 
the  host,  Frau  Kommerzienrat  Gorz  and  Frau  Professor 
Wishcenus,  helped  to  entertain  the  guests.  The  latter 
lady  is  ^well-known  sculptor,  says  the  "  Pharmaceutische 
Zeitirng,'  one  of  her  works  being  the  warrior  monument 
in  Putzig  which  was  lately  unveiled.  She  is  also  taking 
part  in  the  competition  for  the  Mohr  monument  to  be 
erected  in  Coblenz. 

Dr.  Theodor  Peckolt,  whose  death  we  reported  last 
week,  was  born  in  Pechern,  Niederlausitz,  in  July  1822, 
and  was  an  apprentice  and  assistant  in  pharmacy  from 
1837  to  1841,  when  he  went  to  the  University  of  Rostock, 
but  after  the  first  term  had  to  giyj  up  his  pharmaceutical 
studies  through  want  of  means,  and  went  as  assistant  to 
Hamburg,  where  he  made  the  acquaintance  of  Professor 
Karl  v.  Martius,  the  well-known  botanist  and  authority 
on  Brazilian  flora,  whose  collection  of  cinchona  barks  is 
now  in  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  It  was  at  his  instigation  that  Peckolt  decided  to 
try  his  luck  in  Brazil,  so  he  sailed  in  September  1847  to  Rio 
de  Janeiro.  For  about  six  months  he  underwent  the 
greatest  hardships,  until  he  obtained  a  post  as  assistant  to 
a  Portuguese  pharmacist,  where  he  remained  for  seven 
months.  The  savings  which  he  made  during  that  time 
enabled  him  to  equip  himself  partly  for  his  long-desired 
journey  of  discovery  into  the  Brazilian  tropics.  For  two 
years  he  wandered  through  the  forests  of  the  Provinces  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  Minas,  and  Espirito  Santo,  making  exten- 
sive additions  to  his  natural-history  collection,  and  eagerly 
helped  by  the  settlers,  who  often  made  use'  of  his  skiil 
in  healing,  repaying  it  by  their  hospitality.  He  stayed 
for  several  months  among  the  Indian  tribe  Na-nanouc,  and 
returned  to  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  May  1850.  In  July  1851  he 
passed  the  Pharmacy  examination,  and  a  few  months  later 
he  bought  a  pharmacy  in  the  district  of  Cantagallo,  where 
he  married  in  1854  the  daughter  of  the  clergyman  of  the 
German  colony.  For  seventeen  years  Dr.  Peckolt  remained 
in  Cantagallo,  occupied  with  professional  and  scientific 
work.  With  the  collaboration  of  his  son,  Gustav  Peckolt, 
he  published  in  book-form,  in  the  Portuguese  language, 
two  large  works  on  Brazilian  medicinal,  nutritious,  and 
useful  plants.  The  attention  of  the  Emperor  Dom  Pedro 
having  been  drawn  to  him  by  his  scientific  renown,  he  was 
called  to  the  Brazilian  Court  as  royal  apothecary  in  1867, 
where  he  remained  until  his  death. 


The  Shops  Act,  1912. 


The  following  are  brief  particulars  of  recent  local 
arrangements  : 

Approved  Orders.— Orders  under  Section  4  for  *he  weekly 
half-holiday  in  Bootle,  Burnley,  Denny  and  Dunipace,  Dor- 
chester, Harrogate,  Kingston-upon-Hull,  Larne,  Stirling,  and 
Tain  have  been  approved  by  the  Home  Secretary,  Secretary 
for  Scotland,  or  Lord  Lieutenant  in  Ireland,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  are  now  lying  on  the  table  of  the  Houses  of  Par- 
liament for  the  statutory  period  of  forty  days.  Similarly 
orders  under  Section  5  fixing  the  closing  hour  on  the  several 
days  of  the  week  for  certain  shops  in  Kingston-upon-Hull, 
Larne,  and  Tain  are  also  before  Parliament.  So  far,  there 
is  nothing  to  show  to  what  extent,  if  any,  these  orders 
refer  to  the  shops  of  those  who  retail  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances. 

Aberdare  (Glam.).-The  local  urban  authority  notifies 
its  intention  of  making  a  closing  order  under  the  1912  Shops 
Act  for  chemists  at  the  following  hours:  Mondays,  7.30  p.m.; 
Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays,  7  p.m.  ;  Thursdays,  1  P.M. ; 
Fridays,  8  p.m.  ;  Saturdays,  11  p.m. 

Barnes.— The  Urban  District  Council  is  making  an  order 
for  chemists  to  close  on  Wednesdays  at  1  p.m.,  except  in 
Castelnau,  where  Thursday  half-day  closing  will  be  in  force. 

Exeter.— At  a  meeting  of  the  City  Council  last  week  it 
was  decided  to  affix  the  common  seal  to  the  weekly  halt- 
holiday  order  in  respect  of  the  businesses  of  chemists,  etc. 

ley  ton.— The  Urban  Council  has  issued  an  order  for  half- 
day  closing  by  chemists  on  Thursdays  at  1  p.m. 

Lincoln.— The  City  Council  has  decided  to  make  an 
order  for  chemists,  etc.,  to  close  at  8  P.M.  on  Mondays, 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Fridays;  1  p.m.  on  Wednesdays; 
and  at  11  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Pembroke.  -  The  local  authority  has  issued  its  draft  order 
for  the  Pater  Ward  for  closing  on  Wednesdays  at  1  P.M.  ;

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Twelve  deaths  consequent  upon  the  taking  cf  poison  have 
been  recorded  since  last  week.  Four  were  due  to  misad- 
venture. 

Belladonna. — A  two-year-old  child  named  Sidney  Sargent 
died  in  the  General  Hospital,  Northampton,  from  poisoning 
by  a  liniment  containing  belladonna.  The  bottle  had  been 
left  on  the  sitting-room  grate  at  the  parents'  home  and 
forgotten. 

Chlorodyne. — The  three-year-old  son  of  Ada  Allott,  of 
Barugh  Green,  near  Bavnsley,  managed  to  get  hold  of  a 
bottle  of  chlorodyne,  and  took  part  of  the  contents  with 
fatal  results. 

Hydrochloric  Acid. — Malnutrition,  consequent  upon  taking 
hydrochloric  acid  last  August,  ended  the  life  of  Helen  Con- 
stance Warburton  (28),  of  Ohorlton-on-Medlock. 

Hypnotic. — The  death  of  Agnes  Amy  D'Aeth  (43),  Hyde 
Park,  London,  W.,  was  due  to  an  overdose  of  an  hypnotic, 
probably  either  trional  or  veronal. 

Irritant  Poison,  which  set  up  broncho-pneumonia,  was 
responsible  for  the  deaths  of  Eliza  Armstrong  (18),  of  Byker, 
and  Gwendoline  Lytton,  who  diad  in  the  Bolingbroke  Hos- 
pital, London,  S.E. 

Laudanum. — Wm.  Mesenger  (57),  blacksmith.  Manchester, 
succumbed  to  laudanum-poisoning  this  week.  Verdict : 
Suicide  while  insane. 

Lead. — At  the  inquest  on  Clara  Elizabeth  Hailey  (23). 
the  wife  of  a  Peckham  gasfitter,  it  was  -stated  that  she  had 
been  taking  some  pills  which  she  made  herself  from  an  old 
prescription.  Her  mother-in-law  said  that  at  deceased'^ 
request  she  purchased  a  pennyworth  of  diachylon.  The  jury 
returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  lead-poisoning,  taken  by 
herself  while  ignorant  of  its  nature. 

Oxalic  Acid. — Therf  have  been  two  deaths  in  Leicester 
this  week  from  oxalic-acid  poisoning — viz.,  Louisa  Jane 
Burley  (53),  at  the  inquest  on  whom  an  open  verdict  wai 
returned,  and  a  labourer  who  in  a  drunken  fit  committed 
suicide  bv  drinking-  oxalic  acid  dissolved  in  cocoa. 

Potassium  Cyanide  was  used  for  purposes  of  self-destruc- 
tion by  Rose  May  Bowes  (33),  laundry  manageress,  of  Willes 
den,  who  was  in  custody  on  a  charge  of  stealing  articles. 

Strychnine. — At  Sutton,  Lena  Constance  Eyles  (20).  dental 
nurse,  killed  herself  by  taking  an  ounce  and  a  half  c-f 
strychnine  solution. 
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Christmas  Trade. 

Preparation  for  it  in  a  large  Departmental  Store. 
A  Comparison  by  "Major"  (75/41). 

THERE  is  no  doubt  about  the  fact  that  the  stores  are 
"  out  to  make  money,"  as  the  saying  goes,  and  in  a 
large  departmental  store  the  truth  of  the  statement  is  very 
apparent,  especially  so  in  the  preparation  for  Christmas. 
Long  before  the  time,  the  buyer  of  every  department  is 
the  recipient  of  an  order  from  the  manager's  office  which 
informs  him  that  matter  for  the  Christmas  list  is  required 
by  a  certain  date.  That  is  the  first  official  notice.  The 
buyer  usually  consults  the  previously  issued  list  and  re- 
moves or  adds  articles  according  to  what  he  has  for  sale. 
By  this  time  (usually  the  end  of  October  or  beginning 
of  November)  he  has  already  ordered  new  goods,  and  he 
knows  exactly  what  his  stock  will  be.  Manufacturers 
supply  him  with  new  blocks  of  perfumes,  sprays,  etc.,  for 
illustrating  the  list,  and  he  always  has  a  large  supply  of 
old  types  which  are  used  periodically  for  that  purpose. 
Drugs  are  usually  absent  from  the  Christmas  list,  since 
it  is  intended  only  for  people  who  are  buying  luxuries  and 
presents  for  friends.  Nevertheless  the  part  devoted  to  the 
drugs  and  perfumery  department  is  quite  a  substantial  one 
in  regard  to  size,  and  contains  illustrations  of  and  refer- 
ences to  many  articles  which  most  chemists  stock  but  keep 
hidden  away  in  cases  and  drawers  lest  by  any  chance  a 
possible  customer  may  see  them  and  want  to  buy  some- 
thing. Such  articles  are  hair-brushes,  cloth-brushes, 
combs,  shaving-mirrors  and  ladies'  mirrors,  and  manicure 
sets,  not  forgetting  a  notable  variety  of  perfumery. 

The  list  does  not  require  a  great  deal  of  time,  and  it 
certainly  seems  to  be  an  easy  part  of  the  preparation. 
Perfumes  held  over  from  last  year  are  laid  out  and  are 
usually  intended  for  a  conspicuous  place.  It  may  be  un- 
necessary to  state  that  the  buyer  requires  these  to  be  sold 
if  possible.  With  this  end  in  view  the  salesmen  are 
allowed  a  larger  bonus  on  these  older  goods.  One  thing 
very  noticeable  in  these  modern  businesses  is  the  tremen- 
dous opportunities  offered  for  selling  the  goods.  Every 
article  is  shown  to  advantage  in  large  and  easily  accessible 
cases.  The  customer  sees  everything  arranged  in  front  of 
him  or  her,  the  Sight  is  pleasing  to  the  eye,  and  invariably 
a  sale  results.  How  many  people  care  to  shop  where  the 
selection  is  small  and  goods  are  shown  in  a  hesitating  and 
awkward  manner?  Nowadays  people  must  have  a  large 
choice,  no  matter  whether  it  be  perfumes  or  brushes,  and 
it  is  only  by  paying  attention  to  such  side-lines  as  these 
that  the  drug-trade  can  be  made  to  pay.  Lavender  water 
and  eau  de  Cologne  are  bottled  in  large  quantities  in 
various  kinds  of  bottles  and  at  different  prices.  It  is  the 
same  lavender  and  Cologne,  but  here  again  the 
desire  for  variety  is  remembered  and  paid  attention  to. 
A  proprietary  perfume  is  packed  and  sold  in  large  quanti- 
ties, but  a  factitious  name  is  on  the  label  to  obviate  the 
very  general  phrase,  "  Oh,  it's  your  own  preparation;  give 
me  So-and-so's."  Hence  the  reason  for  the  alias,  and 
the  sale  goes  merrily  on.  Of  course,  there  is  usually  a 
perfume  packed  which  does  bear  the  proprietor's  name, 
but  it  is  sold  at  a  slightly  lower  price.  Scent  sachets  are 
to  be  found  in  great  profusion,  and  a  certain  maker's 
Christmas  card  sachets  are  very  popular.  When  all  the 
goods  are  overhauled  and  carefully  priced  they  are  arranged 
in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  buyer.  The  sales- 
men know  their  bonus  and  proceed  to  earn  it,  and  they 
usually  do  very  well  at  Christmas  time. 

Compared  with  the  usual  chemist's  business  the  stores 
at  Christmas  are  a  wonderful  conglomeration  of  noise  and 
bustle,  and  it  is  a  time  of  very  hard  work  for  the  assistants, 
who  are  usually  glad  when  the  season  is  over. 


"  The  Chemists'  Dictionary  of  Synonyms  and  Trade- 
Names." — The  usefulness  of  a  book  of  synonyms  is  obvious. 
This  volume,  although  of  British  orig-in,  is  so  comprehensive 
in  its  scope  that  it  will  not  be  without  usefulness  in  any 
English-speaking  country.  No  pretence  is  made  that  the 
book  contains  more  than  a  modicum  of  the  many  existing 
names  for  medicinal  substances  and  preparations.  There 
are/  however,  almost  5,000  items,  enough  of  the  many  to 
serve  most  ordinary  purposes. — The  Druggists'  Circular.

OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


A  National  Medical  Service 

seems  to  be  thought,  by  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  the  preferable  alternative  if  the  Govern- 
ment fails  to  arrive  at  an  agreement  with  the  profession 
"on  the  lines  of  the  formation  of  panels  under  the 
Act,"  and  one  naturally  begins  to  -wonder  what  the  effect 
of  this  would  be  upon  ourselves.  The  objection  I  have- 
heard  most  strongly  urged  against  it  is  that  patients  would 
not  be  able  to  choose  their  own  doctors.  Does  it  follow 
that  they  could  not  choose  their  own  pharmacists  ?  Or 
would  the  State  provide  physic  as  well  as  physicians  ? 
And,  in  that  case,  will  the  pharmacist  of  the  future  be 
merely  a  salaried  State  dispenser"?  Or,  once  more,  under 
this  new  regime,  (when  it  comes)  will  physic  no  longer 
be  required  ?  Some  of  the  advocates  of  this  alternative 
scheme  almost  seem  to  think  so — that  when  the  doctors 
cease  to  have  a  vested  interest  in  our  ailments  we  shall 
very  rarely  be  ill  at  all.  I  do  not  think  we  need  dis- 
quiet ourselves,  however;  the  doctors  will,  if  I  am  not 
greatly  mistaken,  be  wise  in  time  :  an  opportunity  for 
climbing  down  has  been  given  them,  and  they  will  almost 
certainly  take  it.  The  general  acceptance  of  the  Act  by 
the  public  it  affects  will  be  a  powerful  factor  in  the  case, 
and  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  evident  anxiety  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  profession  leaves  little  room  for  doubt  as 
to  the  result. 

The  Dispensing  Arrangements 

under  the  Act  may  possibly 
be  complicated  by  attempts  on  the  part  of  medical  men 
to  open  joint  dispensaries  managed  by  qualified  chemists. 
I  .believe  this  is  being  talked  of,  but  its  coming  to  a  head 
is  another  matter.  I  am  not  quite  sure  whether  an 
arrangement  of  this  character  would  not  be  a  contraven- 
tion of  the  regulations.  Patients  are  supposed  to  have  a 
choice  of  chemist  as  well  as  of  doctor,  but  if  they  are 
directed  by  the  doctor  to  take  their  prescriptions  to  a 
particular  dispensary,  freedom  of  choice  at  once  disap- 
pears. Medical  men  may,  however,  have  sufficient 
influence  with  their  patients  to  have  their  expressed  wish 
accepted,  even  if  there  be  no  definite  instruction  ;  and  if 
patients  are  willing  to  accept  the  chemist — that  is,  the 
dispensary — recommended  by  the  doctor,  will  there  be  any 
ground  for  complaint  on  the  part  of  pharmacists 
generally?  We  may  be  sure  that  doctors  will  do  their 
best  to  get  the  best  results  possible  out  of  the  Act, 
should  they  decide  to  work  it. 
The  Poet  Dante 

can  hardly,  I  am  afraid,  be  classed  as  an 
apothecary,  though  it  is  true,  as  stated  in  your  last  week's 
"Retrospect,"  that  in  the  year  1300  he  -was  entered  on 
the  register  of  the  company  of  apothecaries  at  Florence 
as  "  Dante  d'Aldighiero,  degli  Aldighieri,  poeta  Fioren- 
tino,"  and  one  of  his  modem  biographers  thinks  it  neces- 
sary to  apologise  for  this — as  he  evidently  considers  it — 
degrading  fact.  All  that  it  necessarily  means,  however, 
is  that,  being  obliged  by  the  law  of  the.  city  to  enter  one 
of  the  twelve  "arts"  into  which,  for  political  purposes, 
the  citizens  engaged  in  commerce  were  divided,  he  chose 
this  because  it  was  one  of  the  seven  superior  ones  for 
which,  as  belonging  to  the  lesser  nobility,  he  was  eligible. 
The  chief  purpose  of  this  arbitrary  division  into  "  arts  " 
-was  the  readier  enrolment  of  the  citizens  under  particular 
standards  in  time  of  -war  or  civil  disturbance.  Dante's 
choice  of  the  apothecaries  may  nevertheless  be  taken  as 


proof  of  his  interest  in  medicine  and  the  healing  art,  of 
which  we  have  further  evidence  in  his  works.  He  was 
unique  in  his  age  for  his  encyclopaedic  knowledge  no  less 
than  for  his  genius,  and  had  doubtless  studied  medicine  at- 
Padua,  then  a  centre  of  medical  science.  We  may  safely 
conclude  that  he  was  attracted  to  the  apothecaries  by 
natural  sympathy,  and  that  he  had  read  widely  in  the 
subject  of  their  art  if  he  had  not  practised  it. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 

is  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  the  steady  progress  that  has  characterised  it 
during  the  past  few  years — a  progress  that  must  be 
especially  gratifying  to  the  veterans  -who  have  from  the 
first  given  their  best  services  to  the  cause  of  Irish 
pharmacy.  I  have  occasionally  criticised  the  policy  of  the 
Council  in  a  matter  of  education,  and  I  am  amich 
interested  to  observe  that  the  Vice-President  thinks  that 
at  will  be  necessary  for  the  Councillors  to  reconsider  their 
attitude  in  the  matter  of  recognising  outside  schools.  No 
doubt  local  circumstances,  the  importance  of  which  a 
stranger  like  myself  cannot  appreciate,  affect  the  .matter, 
but  I  hope  that,  whatever  be  the  final  decision  of  the 
Council,  it  will  tend  to  the  encouragement  of  education 
in  its  broadest  sense. 

The  Plant-names 

of  the  new  double-section  of  the  Oxford 
Dictionary  are  perhaps  of  most  interest  to  pharmacists, 
though  many  of  them  are  obsolete  or  merely  dialectal. 
Senna  comes  first  in  its  older  form,  sene,  the  first  e  of 
which  seems  to  have  been  long,  since  seene  also  occurs  : 
sena  is  a  later  form,  and  senna  has  not  been  found  before 
1693.  The  name  comes  from  the  Arabic,  and  our  first 
knowledge  of  the  drug  is  owing  to  the  Arabian  physician 
Mesue  (the  elder).  Senega- root  appears  to  have  .been  first 
called  Seneca  rattlesnake  root,  from  the  fact  of  its  having 
been  used  by  the  Seneca  Indians  as  an  antidote  against 
6nake  poison.  Mr.  Bradley  suggests  that  the  change  of 
c  to  g  may  be  due  to  association  with  (gum)  senega  =  gum 
Senegal,  but  this  seems  a  little  far-fetched.  The  place- 
name  Seneca  reappears  in  Seneca  oil  (petroleum  oil),  so- 
called  because  the  oil  was  first  found  near  Seneca  Lake  in 
the  State  of  New  York.  Sesame  oil  was  once  called 
sergelim  oil  (various  spellings),  an  Arabic  name,  which, 
however,  came  to  us  through  the  Portuguese.  Senvy,  an 
old  name  for  the  mustard-plant,  survived  with  us  until 
1795  (cf.  the  French  seneve).  Septfoil  is  the  old  and 
proper  form  of  setfoil  (tormentil).  Serpentine  and  ser- 
pentary,  both  from  one  root  and  having  the  same  signifi- 
cance, are  not  given  to  the  same  plants,  the  latter  being 
applied  only  .to  Aristolochia  Serpentaria,  the  other  being 
common  to  dragonwort,  fcenugreek,  and  other  plants. 
Scrpentary  is  a  name  formerly  given  to  a  still  or  retort ; 
one  naturally  looks  in  this  connection  for  a  reference  to 
Keats's  "  cold  serpent-pipe,"  but  the  Dictionary  ignores 
it,  as  it  does  so  many  other  equally  interesting  literary 
references.  Sepal  is  a  curious  word,  believed  to  have 
been  formed  by  combining  different  syllables  of  separatus 
and  petalum ;  thus  we  get  the  modern  Latin  sespalum 
(Fir.  sepale).  Sesqui-  in  the  names  of  chemical  salts 
was  first  used,  in  1825,  by  Thomas  Thomson,  uncle  of 
Professor  J.  M.  Thomson,  F.R.S.,  of  King's  College, 
London.  Seiicall,  formerly  used  for  zedoary,  is  now  given 
to  the  plant  valerian  only.  This  instalment  of  the  Dic- 
tionary, by  the  way,  contains  the  longest  artiole  of  the 
whole  work,  that  on  the  verb  set.  Set  altogether,  occu- 
pies nearly  seventy  columns,  and  its  derivatives  and 
compounds  between  thirty  and  forty  more.

Editorial  Articles. 


The  Menthol  Famine. 

Signs  are  not  wanting  that  the  rapidly  increasing  use 
of  menthol  in  Europe  and  the  United  States  during  the 
past  two  years  is  leaving  but  a  narrow  margin  between 
consumption  and  production,  as  instanced  by  the  extreme 
scarcity  which  now  exists  on  tiie  principal  consuming 
markets.  Exactly  a  year  ago  similar  conditions  prevailed 
in  the  London  market,  which  touched  30  s.  and  32s.  6d. 
for  a,  short  period.  On  this  occasion,  however,  it  would 
seem  that  even  greater  stringency  prevails,  it  being  stated 
that  there  are  less  than  a  dozen  cases  in  stock,  and  that  the 
price  for  cases  is  33s.  per  lb.,  which  has  been  paid.  Relief 
to  the  present  famine  cannot  be  expected  for  another 
month  or  six  weeks  at  least,  when  the  new  crop  should 
begin  to  arrive.  Even  then  the  decline  is  likely  to  be 
gradual  only,  as  consumers  everywhere  have  been  existing 
from  hand  to  mouth  owing  to  the  high  prices  which  have 
ruled  throughout  the  year.  It  is  reported  that  the  new 
crop  has  been  in  excess  of  that  of  last  year,  and  it  would 
not  be  surprising  if  it  was  not  "unusually  large";  but 
the  great  increase  in  consumption  and  the  absence  of  stocks 
are  the  principal  governing  conditions,  and  will  be  quite 
sufficient  to  offset  the  effect  of  a  large  crop.  It  must  also 
be  remembered  that  very  high  prices  have  been  paid  for 
new  menthol  in  combination  with  oil — e.g.,  in  June  last  we 
reported  heavy  sales  for  September-October  shipment  at 
23s.  c.i.f.,  and  later  up  to  25s.  c.i.f.  The  table  given  below 
shows  what  the  consumer  has  had  to  pay  for  spot  menthol 
throughout  this  year  :

'The  above  figures  show  that  for  the  period  1910-11  the 
United  States  imported  842  cases  as  compared  with  384 
■cases  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1909-10.  This  is  a 
remarkable  increase,  and  shows  how  the  consumption  in 
America  alone  has  influenced  the  market,  about  one-third 
of  the  production  of  menthol  going  to  that  quarter,  its  chief 
*use  being  for  the  "  improvement  "  of  American  peppermint 
■oil.  Further  information  on  Japanese  peppermint  is  given 
by  Mr.  E.  F.  Crowe,  (H.M.)  Commercial  Attache  at  Yoko- 
hama, who  has  contributed  to  the  "  Board  of  Trade  Jour- 
nal "  (October  10)  an  interesting  and  up-to-date  article,  to 
which  brief  reference  was  made  last  week.  Mr.  Crowe 
states  that  as  the  farmers  last  year  obtained  very  good 
prices  for  their  peppermint-leaves,  it  is  quite  certain  that 
in  ordinary  circumstances  there  would  have  been  an  exces- 
sive supply  of  peppermint  planted  this  year,  but  owing 
to  the  high  prices  obtainable  for  rice,  farmers  as  a  general 
rule  preferred  to  plant  it  instead  of  peppermint.  The 
.result  is  that  though  this  year's  crop  of  the  latter  is  larger 
"than  that  of  last  year,  the  price  has  kept  very  high  because 
■the  demand  for  menthol  has  increased.  We  learn  that 
the  best  oil  is  produced  in  the  Okayama  and  Hiroshima 
Prefectures,  where  three  crops  are  obtained — viz.,  May, 
June,  and  August.  The  first  crop  contains  about  47  per 
cent,  of  menthol,  the  second  about  53  per  cent.,  and  the 
third  about  60  per  cent.  In  Yamagata  Prefecture  two 
crops  are  obtained,  and  in  the  Hokkaido  only  one;  but 
the  acreage  planted  in  the  Hokkaido  is  far  larger  than 
that  in  the  other  districts,  so  that  even  though  Hokkaido 
■oil  contains  only  about  45  per  cent,  of  menthol  and  there 
is  only  one  crop,  more  than  half  the  menthol  comes  from 
that  province.  The  peppermint  cultivated  on  low-lying 
ground,  which  can  alternately  be  used  for  rice,  yields  oil 
richest  in  crystals.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  intro- 
duce the  American  and  Mitcham  plants,  but  they  have  not 
'■•been  successful. 


Johore  Ipecacuanha. 

Is  view  of  the  evidence  to  be  tendered  before  the. 
Dominions  Royal  Commission  on  the  possibilities  of  drug- 
cultivation  in  the  British 
Empire,  we  reproduce  in 
exact  size  of  the  original 
a  photograph  of  a  particu- 
larly fine  sample  of  official 
ipecacuanha  grown  in  the 
East,  as  striking  evidence 
of  what  has  already  been 
accomplished  in  that  direc- 
tion. The  sample  in  ques- 
tion was  picked  out  of  a 
consignment  of  36  bales 
which  have  just  arrived 
in  London  and  were  dis- 
posed of  at  the  drug- 
auction  this  week  at  very 
satisfactory  prices.  The 
piece  is  8£  in.  long  over 
all,  and  has  a  maximum 
diameter  of  -fa  in.,  but  it 
is  evident  that  it  is  only 
a  portion  of  a  much  longer 
root.  The  annulations 
are  sufficiently  marked  to 
distinguish  the  specimen 
from  Cartagena  root,  but 
they  are  not  deep.  As  is 
well  known,  this  ipeca- 
cuanha is  cultivated  on 
the  rubber  estates  of  the 
Highlands  and  Lowlands 
Para  Rubber  Co.,  Ltd:,  at 
Klang,  in  the   State  of 

Selangor.  For  many  years 
past  ipecacuanha  has  been 
cultivated  in  the  Malay 
States,  but  nobody,  with 
the  exception  of  the  late 
Mr.  W.  W.  Bailey  (a 
coffee  and  rubber  planter 
who  founded  the  above 
estates),  appears  to  have 
made  a  distinct  commer- 
cial success  of  it.  So  long 
ago  as  1875  ipecacuanha 
was  introduced  into  the 
Straits  Settlements,  the 
plants  being  brought  from 

Ceylon.    The  first  report 

of  sales  of  Johore-grown 

ipecac.       is       in  the 

C.  di-  D.,  May  19,  1888, 
when  two  packages  im- 
ported from  Singapore 
were  offered  at  the  drug- 
auction  and  sold  at  6s.  to 
6.s.  3d.  per  lb.  ;  but  it  was 
not  until  ten  or  twelve 
years  later  that  any  ap- 
preciable quantity  came 
forward— e.g.,  in  August 
received   and     offered  in 


Johore  Ipecacuanha. 


1902,  ten  packages  were 
the  public  auction.  The 
origin  of  the  cultivation  is  quite  simple.  Mr.  Bailey  was 
a  coffee-planter  and  an  expert  in  general  on  planting  in 
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the  Straits.  He  planted  the  ipecacuanha  merely  as  an 
experiment  to  see  whether  it  would  grow  or  not.  At 
first  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  plants  died,  the  ground  where 
they  were  planted  being  much  too  dry.  Later  he  got  to 
know  the  conditions  under  which  it  would  grow,  and  made 
various  shipments  to  Europe.  He  also  sent  samples  of  the 
root  to  Java,  Ceylon,  and  China,  but  they  all  proved  a 
failure.  He,  in  conversation  with  Mr.  James  McKenzie, 
of  Singapore,  said  he  used  to  grow  it  in  Johore,  but  he 
found  it  grew  to  much  better  advantage  in  Selangor. 
It  is  a  curious  fact  that  the  cultivation  has  been 
frequently  tried  at  the  Botanic  Gardens,  Singapore, 
but  Mr.  H.  N.  Ridley,  the  late  director,  stated 
that  it  never  thrived  well,  probably  on  account 
of  the  dampness  of  the  island.  He  found  it  veiy 
sensitive  to  rapid  changes  of  weather  :  in  hot  weather 
it  suffered  much  from  the  dryness  of  the  atmosphere  and 
heat,  and  heavy  rainstorms  were  also  fatal  to  it.  A 
debatable  question  arises  as  to  whether  such  fine  specimens 
of  ipecacuanha  are  really  profitable  to  the  manufacturer 
by  containing  a  high  proportion  of  alkaloid.  Very  few 
buyers,  indeed,  purchase  on  analysis;  but  those  who  do, 
not  infrequently  find  that  a  lean  specimen  is  more  valuable 
to  them  than  a  plumper  sample.  The  fact  that  the  larger 
root  contains  more  of  the  comparatively  worthless  central 
wood  as  well  as  starch  would  account  for  this  apparent 
anomaly,  which  no  doubt  would  be  more  frequent  still 
were  it  not  for  the  greater  proportion  of  stem  in  parcels 
of  lean  ipecacuanha.  First  assays  of  Johore  ipecacuanha, 
in  1887,  showed  1.4  (MacEwan)  and  1.7  (Ransom)  of  alka- 
loids. Umney  and  Swinton  in  1898  also  found  the  latter 
proportion.  In  1902  the  first  consignment  of  importance, 
consisting  of  ten  bales,  was  catalogued  as  containing  1.82 
to  1.95  per  cent,  of  alkaloids;  a  specimen  examined  on 
behalf  of  the  0.  &  D.  showed  1.83  per  cent.,  and  Paul 
and  Cownley  in  the  same  year  found  1.98  per  cent.  In 
1907  an  alkaloidal  content  of  1.81  per  cent,  was  recorded 
(Evans)  for  Johore  root.  The  present  specimen  has  been 
assayed  in  the  laboratories  of  The  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.,  and  has  been  found  to  yield  1.6  per  cent,  of  total 
alkaloid,  somewhat  below  the  average.  This  seems  to 
bear  out  the  contention  that  fine  bold  root  is  not  neces- 
sarily the  best,  but  it  is  not  wise  to  postulate  on  one 
sample.  It  also  follows  that  the  leaner  root  marketed  of 
late  years  is  not  necessarily  poorer  in  alkaloid,  the  only 
record  we.  can  find  (1907)  showing  that  the  alkaloidal  con- 
tent was  practically  unaltered. 

It  has  been  said  that  Matto  Grosso  ipecacuanha  cannot 
be  collected  and  brought  to  the  coast  under  6.s.  per  lb.  ; 
but  we  should  think  Johore  could  be  cultivated  for  much 
less.  The  cultivation,  however,  is  very  slow  work,  and 
although  it  is  said  to  grow  well  it  does  not  produce  root 
in  abundance.  The  first  crop  off  fresh  soil  is  usually  good, 
but  on  trying  to  raise  a  second  it  invariably  turns  out 
leaner. 


Poisonings  in  Scotland. 

Table  39a  appended  to  the  "  Fifty-sixth  detailed  Annual 
Report  of  the  Registrar-General  of  Births,  Deaths,  and 
Marriages  in  Scotland  "  for  1910  relates  to  deaths  from 
poisoning.  We  have  rearranged  it  so  as  to  compare 
poisonings  in  1910  with  those  in  the  preceding  two  years. 
At  first  glance  there  is  apparently  a  decided  increase  in 
both  accidental  and  suicidal  deaths  due  to  poisons. 

The  fatalities  due  to  chloroform  anaesthesia  more  than 
account  for  the  increase  in  accidental  poisoning,  and  this 


is  remarkable,  as  Scottish  surgeons  labour  under  the  im- 
pression that  their  way  of  giving  chloroform  is  the  least 
fatal.  The  reverse  seems  to  be  the  case.  The  number  of 
persons  seeking  euthanasia  by  means  of  coal-gas  has 
quadrupled.  As  regards  poisons  purchased  from  the  phar- 
macist, there  are  no  distinctive  changes  to  call  attention  to,, 
unless  it  be  the  fluctuations  in  the  vise  of  carbolic  acid  as 
a  lethal  agent  and  the  steady  increase  in  suicidal  deaths- 
from  opium-poisoning.

Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry. 

WE  propose  to  print  as  space  permits  abstracts  of 
papers  of  pharmaceutical  interest  which  were  com- 
imunicated  to  the  International  Congress  of  Applied 
Chemistry  held  at  New  York  last  month.

■created  much  interest. 

Estimation  of  Alkaloids. 

Dr.  G.  H.  Meeker  described  in  a  paper  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemistry  Section  an  apparatus  for  the  prevention 
of  emulsification  in  alkaloidal  extractions  by  means  of 
immiscible  solvents.  This  consists  of  a  vertical  shaft  rotated 
by  a  motor  on  the  axis  of  a  separator  and  bearing  a  two- 
blade  propeller  working  in  the  lower  solvent  and  another 
propeller  with  a  reversed  thrust  in  the  upper  liquid.  The 
shaft  is  rotated  so  that  the  lower  propeller  drives  the 
liquid  in  an  upward  direction.  Sufficient  work  has  been 
•done  to  show  that  the  method  is  effective.  A  table  of  assays 
was  also  given.  The  only  difficulty  experienced  is  that  the 
•apparatus  cannot  be  used  with  small  quantities  of  solvents. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Mangold,  in  investigating  .various 

Aesenites  of  Alkaloids, 
including  those  of  quinine,  cinchonidine,  cinchonine,  quini- 
<dine,  brucine,  and  strychnine,  found  that  arsenious  acid 
does  not  combine  with  the  alkaloid  to  form  a  true  salt, 
hut  simply  adheres  to  it.  With  arsenic  acid  definite  crystal- 
line compounds  are  formed. 

'The  Influence  of  the  Chemical  Constitution  of  Ceetain 
Organic  Hydboxyl  and  Aminic  Deeivatives  on  their 
Germicidal  Power.  (Biochemical  Section.) 
Professor  Gilbert  T.  Morgan,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  and  Mr. 
Ashley  Cooper,  B.Sc,  made  this  communication  to  the 
Biochemical  Section,  Professor  Morgan  reading  it.  The 
germicidal  action  of  the  compounds  under  examination  was 
■compared  with  that  of  phenol  acting  on  an  equal  number  of 
•organisms  of  the  same  species  in  a  constant  volume  of 
■solution  (5  c.c.)  during  a  constant  period  of  time  (fifteen 
minutes)  and  at  a  constant  temperature  (20°  C),  the  only 
variable  being  the  concentration  of  the  active  substance. 
The  average  of  the  lowest  concentration  of  the  substance 
which  killed  and  the  highest  concentration  which  failed  to 
kill  the  organisms  was  compared  with  the  corresponding 
mean  phenol  concentration,  the  latter  divided  by  the  former 
being  the  "carbolic-acid  coefficient"  of  the  substance.  The 
■organisms  used  were  Bacillus  typhosus,  Staphylococcus 
■pyogenes  aureus,  and  Bacillus  coif.  The  germicidal  power 
of  the  alcohols  is  far  less  than  that  of  the  phenols,  the 
primary  alcohols  being  more  active  than  the  secondary  and 
tertiary  alcohols.  The  carbolic- acid  coefficients  of  the 
cresols  and  m  and  p  nitrophenols  are  greater  than  unity, 
and  two  of  the  isomeric  dihydroxynaphthalenes  (/3/3=2:'3 
and  2:7)  are  very  active  in  aqueous  solution,  although 
the  dihydroxybenzenes  do  not  show  any  exceptional  bacteri- 
cidal power.    The  germicidal  action  of  the  aromatic  amines 


is  very _  low  and  stands  in  marked  contrast  to  that  of  th© 
aliphatic  amines  which,  with  the  exception  of  the  ethylene- 
diamine,  gave  high  coefficients,  the  number  for  ra-heptylamine 
being  24.3.  The  hydrogenation  of  an  aromatic  amine 
raises  the  coefficient,  ac-tetrahydro-/?-naphthylamine  giving 
th©  value  5.3.  The  lowest  coefficient  (.18)  for  any  base  was 
given  by  pyridine.  The  aerial  oxidation  of  aromatic  amines 
increases  perceptibly  their  carbolic-acid  coefficients.

M.  H.  Redde  in  the  "Journal  d©  Pharmacie  "  de- 
scribes an  apparatus  for  rilling  ampoules  for  use  at  the 
dispensing-counter.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  engraving 
that  the  apparatus  is  fixed  to  one  end  of  a  box,  and  when

not  in  use  is  folded  out  of  position.  The  flask  is  fitted 
with  a  rubber  cork  pierced  with  three  holes ;  into  one 
is  fixed  a  glass  tube  bent  twice  at  right  angles,  one  end 
dips  to  the  bottom  of  the  flask,  and  the  other  has  sol- 
dered on  to  it  a  fine  platinum  point  of  such  a  diameter 
that  it  can  enter  the  open  end  of  an  ampoule  and  yet 
allow  the  liquid  to  pass  easily.  The  second  tube,  bent 
in  a  similar  manner,  does  not  dip  beneath  the  liquid, 
and  the  outer  end  is  fitted  with  a  rubber  bulb.  The  bulb 
has  in  it  a  hole  that  can  tie  covered  by  the  thumb  when 
it  is  desired  to  obtain  an  air-pressure  on  the  contents  of 
the  flask.  The  third  hole  in  the  rubber  cork  is  stopped  by 
a  piece  of  glass  rod  or  a  stopcock,  and  is  intended  for 
filling  the  flask.  A  filter-candle  can  also  be  fitted  at 
this  position  if  the  liquid  that  is  being  employed  is  on© 
that  cannot  be  sterilised  by  heat.  The  method  of  using 
th©  apparatus  is  fairly  obvious.

Medical  Benefit:  A  Study  of  the  Experience  of  Germany 
and  Denmark.  By  I.  G.  Gibbon,  B.A.,  D.Sc.  8^  in.  x 
5;L  in.  Pp.  296.  6s.  net.  (London  :  P.  S.  King  & 
Son.  1912.) 

The  administration  of  the  medical  benefit  under  the 
National  Insurance  Act  is  one  of  the  most  topical  subjects, 
especially  in  medical  and  pharmaceutical  circles,  so  that 
Dr.  Gibbon's  book  should  attract  a  number  of  those  who 
are  exercising  their  intellects  on  the  various  aspects  of 
the  question  of  medical  benefit.  The  author  deals  with 
the  corresponding  schemes  in  Germany  and  Denmark,  the 
former  country  having  compulsory  Health  Insurance,  while 
in  Denmark  a  voluntary  system  is  in  vogue.  The  impossi- 
bility of  an  exact  comparison  of  the  Continental  and 
British  schemes  has  been  pointed  out  on  many  occasions, 
and  this  will  be  realised  before  many  chapters  of  the 
book  have  been  perused.  One  thing  which  remains  con- 
stant seems  to  be  the  struggle  between  the  doctors  and  the 
societies  regarding  the  payments  for  medical  services. 
What  may  have  to  be  gone  through  in  this  country  is 
foreshadowed  in  appendices  summarising  the  conflicts  in 
Leipsic  and  Cologne.  We  have  given  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  at  various  times  the  cost  of  drugs  and 
payments  to  pharmacists  in  countries  where  Health 
Insurance  is  compulsory,  but  these  figures,  again,  are  not 
always  comparable.  In  this  book  a  good  deal  of  informa- 
tion on  this  head  is  given  in  the  chapters  on  medical  and 
surgical  requirements  (this  includes  drugs),  but  it  must 
be  borne  in  mind  that  the  figures  include  in  some  cases 
the  supply  of  drugs  for  dependants  of  members,  baths 
and  massage.  Here  it  is  shown  that  the  lowest  ex- 
penditure per  member  is  at  Hamburg,  where  3s.  Id.  is 
spent  on  medical  and  surgical  requirements ;  and  the 
highest,  6.?.  3rf.,  at  Kiel,  the  cost  being  from  9  to  14  per 
cent,  of  the  total  expenditure.  The  author  states  that 
Health  Insurance  in  Germany  has  not  diminished  the 
demand  for  patent  medicines.  We  note  also  that  valetudi- 
narianism— the  exaggeration  of  existing  ills  or  the 
imagining  of  ills  that  do  not  exist — has  resulted  from  the 
provision  of  medical  benefit,  and  has  probably  materially 
affected  the  success  of  the  Health  Insurance  scheme  in 
Germany.  We  commend  the  book  to  those  who  are 
studying  the  subject.

Mr.  W.  A.  Wynne  and  Mr.  Cragg  James  have  been 
elected  on  the  Provisional  Borough  Insurance  Committee 
for  Birkenhead. 

Mr.  Edmund  Jones,  Past  President  of  the  North 
Staffordshire  Chemists'  Association,  has  been  appointed 
one  of  Stoke-on-Trent's  representatives  on  the  Cheshire 
Joint  Sanatorium  Board.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Insurance  Sub-Committee  which  is  making  arrangements 
for  the  administration  of  medical  benefit. 

Cost  of  Medicines. 

Dr.  John  J.  Atteridge,  of  North  Kensington,  has  been 
interviewed  by  the  "Westminster  Gazette,"  and  speaking 
regarding  the  provision  of  medicines  said  that 

The  method  of  paying  the  chemists  itself  is  the  most 
expensive  that  could  be  adopted — every  bottle  being  paid 
for  individually.  If  in  the  more  populous  districts  Insurance 
dispensaries  could  be  provided  and  furnished  with  the  best 
medicines  and  appliances  the  cost  would  not  be  more  than 
tenpence  or  a  shilling  a  head.  Under  the  proposed  arrange- 
ment it  will  be  at  least  eighteenpence  a  head. 
There  appears  to  be  a  strong  feeling  among  medical  men 
about  the  regulation  providing  for  certain  payments  before 
any  money  is  appropriated  to  doctors,  as  questions  in  the 
House  of  Commons  show,  and  some  modification  is  prob- 
able. 

Provision  of  Drugs  and  Appliances. 
According  to  No.  40  in  the  Provisional  Regulations 
printed  in  the  0.  <£•  D.,  October  5,  index  folio  535,  the 
Insurance  Committees  are  to  consult  the  local  Medical 
Committees  in  revising  the  list  of  drugs  and  appliances 
and  "  submit  for  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  a 
statement  of  any  alterations  which  the  Committee  may 
desire  to  make  in  the  price  of  drugs  and  prescribed 
appliances,  and  where  the  Commissioners  have  prescribed 
any  further  appliances  of  the  prices  which  the  Committee 
are  prepared  to  pay  for  those  appliances."  The  word 
"  price  "  which  we  have  italicised  appears  to  be  a  mis- 
print for  "  list,"  and  if  it  is  permitted  to  remain  it  may 
have  a  very  material,  if  not  prejudicial,  influence  upon 
those  who  are  to  supply  drugs  and  appliances.  It  seems 
desirable  that  if  those  who  prescribe  drugs  are  to  have  a 
voice  in  fixing  the  prices,  so  should  those  who  supply  them. 
Wo  have  communicated,  therefore,  with  the  National 
Insurance  Commissioners  on  the  matter  in  order  that  the 
error,  if  any,  may  be  corrected. 

Sanatorium  Treatment. 
The  Stoke-on-Trent  Insurance  Committee  has  concluded 
arrangements  with  the  local  medical  profession  for  the  fees 
to  be  paid  for  the  domiciliary  treatment  of  tuberculous 
cases.  The  scale  has  been  adopted  temporarily,  the  Com- 
mittee expressing  the  opinion  that  the  fee  asked  for,  for  an 
injection  of  tuberculin — 5s. — is  excessive.  The  list  of  fees 
is  as  follows  : 

Report  on  Form  Med.  2,  5s.  ;  first  consultation  or  visit 
with  medicine  and  including  reports  from  time  to  time  on 
sanitary  defects  under  Article  II  (7)  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board's  Order,  7s.  bd.  ;  other  visits  or  consultations 
and  medicine,  2s.  bd. ;  consultations  in  accordance  with 
Local  Government  Board's  Order,  Article  II  (4)  and  (6), 
3s.  bd.  (this  fee  to  be  in  substitution  for  a  2s.  bd.  visit  and 
consultation) ;  report  in  accordance  with  Article  II  (5), 
2s.  bd. ;  urgent  or  emergency  day  or  night  visit  and 
medicine  with  immediate  report  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  5s. ;  for  each  injection  of  tuberculin  (including 
consultation  or  visit),  5s.  (tuberculin  to  be  paid  for  by  the 
Committee). 

The  Insurance  Committee,  at  their  meeting  on 
October  10,  decided  that,  pending  the  erection  of  the 
Cheshire  Sanatorium  by  the  Joint  Board  of  which  Stoke 
is  a  member,  cases  should  be  sent  to  the  Blencathra  Sana- 
torium in  Cumberland  at  a  charge  of  two  guineas  per 
week.  It  was  resolved  to  send  one  case  to  the  sanatorium 
for  three  months'  treatment  at  an  estimated  cost  of  261., 
and  to  give  domiciliary  treatment  in  a  number  of  other 
cases. 


WESTMINSTER  WISDOM. 

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


The  Ministerial  Programme. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  announced  in  the  early 
hours  of  Tuesday  morning  that  the  Government  propose  to 
place  the  Inebriates  Bill  and  the  Mental  Deficiency  Bill 
on  the  Statute  Book  before  the  close  of  the  present  Session. 
Bee  Disease  Bill. 

This  Bill,  introduced  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  was  read  a  second  time  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Wednesday.  It  provides  that  the  importa- 
tion of  infected  bees  shall  be  under  regulation,  and,  if 
necessary,  prohibited ;  and  that  where  the  disease  has. 
spread  to  any  area  the  local  authority  may  inspect,  and  in 
case  of  hopeless  infection  destroy,  the  hives. 

Medical  Act,  1886. 
The  President  of  the  Council  (Viscount  Morley)  intro- 
duced into  the  House  of  Lords  on  October  14  a  Bill  to 
amend  Section  8  of  the  Medical  Act,  1886,  and  it  was  read 
a  third  time.  The  section  deals  with  the  regulations  for 
the  election  of  five  medical  practitioners  as  direct  repre- 
sentatives on  the  General  Medical  Council.  His  Lordship 
did  not  explain  the  nature  of  the  amendment  proposed. 

Select  Committee  on  Patent  Medicines. 
Our  Parliamentary  correspondent  is  informed  that  the 
reason  which  has  actuated  Mr.  Hodge  in  resigning  his 
seat  on  this  Committee  is  the  fact  that  he  is  also  a  member 
of  the  newly  created  Industrial  Council,  which  requires  a 
good  deal  of  his  time.  In  the  circumstances  Mr.  O'Grady, 
the  Labour  member  for  East  Leeds,  has  been  appointed 
to  succeed  him,  as  reported  in  the  V.  <£.-  D.  last  week. 

Shops  Act. 

The  Postmaster-General  informed  Mr.  Starkey  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  that  the  early-closing  day 
varies  in  different  towns,  but  that  telegrams  received  after 
an  office  is  closed  are  delivered  from  a  neighbouring  office 
without  extra  charge. 

Mr.  Birrell  informed  Mr.  G.  H.  Roberts,  M.P.,  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  the  same  day  that  the  local  authori- 
ties at  Longford,  Granard,  Nenagh,  and  Thurles  have 
so  far  failed  to  carry  out  the  duties  imposed  upon  them 
by  the  Shops  Act.  'Steps  are  being  taken  with  a  view 
to  the  institution  of  legal  proceedings. 

The  Flotsam  and  Jetsam  of  the  Session. 
Now  that  the  Government  has  allocated  the  whole  of 
the  remainder  of  the  present  Session  to  Government  busi- 
ness, it  will  be  apparent  that  little  or  no  opportunity  will 
present  itself  for  the  passing  of  any  of  the  departmental 
or  other  measures  which  at  present  stand  at  various  stages 
on  the  Order-book  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament.  Mr. 
Lansbury's  Abolition  of  Vivisection  Bill  has  been  dropped, 
as  have  been  Mr.  Wardle's  Character  Note  Bill,  the  two 
Calendar  Reform  Bills  standing  in  the  names  of  Mr.  R. 
Harcourt  and  Mr.  R.  Pearce,  Mr.  Goulding's  Merchandise 
Marks  Bill,  Mr.  Cassel's  National  Insurance  Act  Amend- 
ment Bill,  Mr.  Fergusson's  Nurses'  Registration  Bill,  and 
Mr.  Black's  Vaccination  Acts  (Repeal)  Bill.  The  Govern- 
ment Bankruptcy  Bill  was  down  for  second  reading  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  Monday,  but  was  not  reached. 
The  Veterinary  Operations  (Anesthetics)  Bill  of  Mr. 
Walter  Guinness  and  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act,  1881 
(Amendment),  Bill  were  down  for  second  reading  on  Mon- 
day, but  were  also  not  reached. 

National  Insurance  Act. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  announced  on  Tuesday 
that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  amend 
that  section  of  the  Act  which  provides  for  the  taxation  of 
employers  in  respect  of  persons  who  have  themselves 
obtained  exemption  from  taxation  under  the  Act. 

Mr.  Oliver  Locker- Lampson  on  Monday,  October  14, 
asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  if  he  would  state 
how  much  additional  money  would  be  required  to  pay  the 
doctors  under  the  National  Insurance  Act  8s.  bd.  per  head 
instead  of  the  sum  originally  decided  upon. — Mr.  Master- 
man  replied  that,  if  by  the  sum  originally  decided  the 
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hon.  member  meant  the  sum  of  6s.  per  insured  person  in 
tthe  original  actuarial  estimates  as  the  cost  of  medical 
;benefit,  the  additional  sum  required  to  raise  the  6s.  to 
'Ss.  6d.  would  be  approximately  1^  million  a  year.  At  the 
same  time,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Lansbury's  long  question  re 
medical  benefit  and  drugs  (printed  in  the  C.  <£■  D., 
October  12,  index  folio  577),  Mr.  Masterman  said  that  the 
draft  regulations  now  before  Parliament  cannot  be  inter- 
preted except  in  connection  with  the  general  question  of 
remuneration  for  medical  benefit  under  the  Act.  This 
■question  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the  Government, 
■and  his  right  hon.  friend — the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer— hoped  to  make  an  announcement  on  the  subject 
in  the  immediate  future. 

Sir  Arthur  Markham  put  the  following  question  to  Mr. 
Masterman,  Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  on  Thursday, 
'October  17  : 

Whether  he  has  sanctioned  Clause  28  of  the  regulations 
issued  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners,  which  provides,  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  remuneration  pay- 
able to  medical  men,  that  the  Committees  shall  determine  the 
total  amount  to  defray  the  cost  of  medical  benefits  and 
shall  deduct  thei'efrom  certain  specific  charges,  and  that 
the  sums  remaining  shall  be  paid  to  medical  men;  and 
whether,  in  view  of  the  declared  policy  of  the  Government 
that  insured  persons  should  have  the  benefit  of  having  the 
best  drugs  irrespective  of  cost,  he  will  say  if  under  this 
regulation  a  medical  man  prescribes  expensive  drugs  hia 
salary  will  be  reduced  accordingly. 

Mr.  Masterman,  in  reply,  said  :  As  I  stated  in  answer 
to  Mr.  Lansbury  on  Monday,  the  draft  regulations  now 
before  Parliament  cannot  be  interpreted  except  with  the 
regulations  for  medical  benefit  under  the  Insurance  Act. 
This  question  is  still  under  consideration  by  the  Govern- 
ment, and  my  friend  the  Right  Hon.  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  hopes  to  make  an  announcement  on  the  subject 
in  a  few  days'  time. 

Mr.  A.  Sherwell,  M.P.,  has  given  notice  of  his  intention 
to  call  attention  to  the  working  of  the  Act  and  to  move  a 
resolution.  This  is  technically  what  is  known  as  a 
""  blocking  motion,"  and  no  day  having  been  fixed  or  being 
possible  for  the  initiation  of  such  a  discussion  the  only 
•effect  is  that,  under  the  rules  of  the  House,  it  will  be  the 
means  of  preventing  the  Act  from  being  discussed  under 
a  motion  for  the  adjournment  of  the  House  or  in  any 
•other  way. 

The  Cabinet  met  on  Wednesday,  October  16,  and  again 
on  Thursday.  It  is  understood  that  the  question  of 
Medical  Benefit  was  again  engaging  the  attention  of 
Ministers.  On  Monday  next  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer will  be  invited  by  Sir  P.  Magnus  to  state  the 
result  of  these  negotiations,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether 
the  right  hon.  gentleman  will  be  in  a  position  to  do  so, 
as  he  has  already  promised  to  first  communicate  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Cabinet  to  the  Advisory  Committee.  Sir 
Philip  will  ask  the  Chancellor  to  state  the  additional  sum 
which  he  is  prepared  to  recommend  Parliament  to  set  aside 
for  Medical  Benefit  and  also  what  would  be  the  normal 
amount  offered  for  each  insured  person,  with  or  without 
drugs,  and  the  arrangements  which  have  been  suggested 
for  securing,  where  necessary,  exceptional  medical  or 
surgical  treatment.

So  the  order  read,  but  the  chemist  intervened  and  sup- 
plied sulphurous  acid. 

What  are  They  ? — You  frequently  print  curious 
orders.  Here  is  one  I  had  the  other  day  :  Oil  of  ben,  oil 
of  duety,  oil  of  bindochi,  oil  of  man,  and  oil  of  Exeter. 
(29/70.)  These  are  old-fashioned  names,  and  all  of 
them,  except  the  third,  are  mentioned  in  our  "  Chemist's 
Dictionary  of  Synonyms  and  Trade  Names." 

A  Cosmopolitan  Prescription. — A  chemist  in  Shang- 
hai recently  had  a  prescription  for  jambul-seeds,  its 
history  being  as  follows  :  Written  by  a  German 
physician.  For  jambul-seeds — grown  in  India,  com- 
pressed into  tablets  by  a  Jap  in  Japan,  brought  to  the 
chemist  by  a  Chinese  servant,  dispensed  by  a  British 
chemist,  to  be  taken  by  a  Norwegian.

An  appeal 
was  made  for  a  more  practicable  construction  to  be.  placed 
on  the  words  "the  discussing  of  all  matters  affecting  their 
welfare";  for  what  is  the  use  of  discussion  if  it  is  not 
followed  by  action  ?  The  membership  at  the  end  of  last 
session  was  eighty-two.  Ho  set  as  a  task  for  this  session  a 
membership  of  two  hundred  as  a  minimum.  Mr.  F.  Naylor 
thanked  the  President  for  his  address,  Mr.  Crossley  Holland 
supporting  the  vote.  Fifty-one  new  members  were  pro- 
posed during  the  evening,  a  large  proportion  of  the  pro- 
posals being  brought  forward  by  the  President.  A  short 
musical  programme  was  gone  through  afterwards,  the  con- 
tributors'being  Messrs.  Phillips  and  C.  W.  Gosling  (piano- 
forte solos),  the  President  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Crossley  Holland

Chemists  as  Dispensers. 
The  toast  of  "The  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion" was  proposed  by  Mr.  Walter  Davies  (Chairman  of  the 
Manchester  Insurance  Committee),  who  urged  chemists  to 
set  their  house  in  order  at  once  and  to  work  on  the  assump- 
tion that  the  doctors  are  going  to  work  the  National  Insur- 
ance Act.  He  asked  if  the  Association  is  able  immediately 
to  work  the  whole  area  in  the  interests  of  the  Act,  and,  if.

Chemists  must  prove 
to  the  authorities  and  to  the  nation  not  only  their  skill  as 
dispensers,  but  also  their  ability  to  work  the  Act  efficiently, 
and  thus  make  themselves  so  essential  to  the  scheme  that 
there  would  be  no  danger  of  the  dispensing  reverting  to 
medical  men.  His  only  fear  is  lest  chemists  should  fail  to  do 
this.  He  counselled  them  not  to  worry  for  the  present  about 
prices,  or  try  to  squeeze  the  Government.  In  three  years 
they  would  have  an  established  position,  and  their  repre- 
sentatives would  be  able  to  command  attention. _  Mr.  E.  H. 
Blackburn,  who  responded,  assured  Mr.  Davies  that  the 
Association,  through  its  Council  and  its  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, would  carry  out  his  suggestions  at  once.  The  toast 
of  "The  Visitors,"  given  bv  Mr.  A.  C  Vallrnce,  was  re- 
sponded to  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Gill,  the  President  of  the  Salford 
Pharmacists'  Association.

A QUIETER  feeling  is  evident  on  the  drug  and  chemical 
markets,  the  troubles  in  the  Near  East  and  the  obscure 
political  outlook  naturally  restricting  the  course  of  busi- 
ness. A  fair  number  of  price  alterations  are  chronicled, 
including  an  advance  of  Ad.  in  cocaine,  due  to  dearer  raw 
material.

Aloin  is  dearer,  and  ergot  has  further 
advanced,  offers  being  few.  Balsam  tolu  is  tending  easier. 
'Chamomiles  remain  firm  for  good  quality,  which  is  scarce. 
•Cod-liver  oil  is  dull,  and  rather  easier.  Glycerin  may  be 
-affected  should  the  war  in  the  Balkans  develop.  Lemon 
oil  is  cheaper.  Opium  is  at  a  standstill,  the  outlook  being 
unsettled.  Potash  and  soda  chlorates  are  unchanged  for 
mext  year's  delivery,  but  potash  permanganate  is  20s.  per 
ton  dearer.  Vanillin  may  advance  owing  to  the  dearness 
•of  clove  oil.  Quicksilver  has  further  eased  in  second- 
hands.  Quinine  is  perhaps  a  shade  firmer.  The  Bank 
rate  was  raised  to  5  per  cent,  to-day.  The  principal

Senega 
is  dearer  at  63c.  per  lb.  Guarana  is  firm  at  $2.35. 
Ipecacuanha  is  scarce  at  $2.35  for  Cartagena.  Hydrastis 
is  easy  at  $4.50,  and  cascara  sagrada  is  quiet  at  8c. 
<Curacao  aloes  is  easier  at  10c.  Buchu  is  firm  at  $1.68  for 
.round,  and  copaiba  is  steady  at  47c.  for  Central  and 
-South  American. 

London  Markets. 

Acetates. — For  some  months  past  there  has  been  a  short- 
age of  acetate  of  lime.  Both  in  America  and  Europe 
manufacturers  have  been  unable  to  secure  as  much  as  was 
needed  for  their  regular  manufacturing  operations,  and 
from  time  to  time  parcels  changed  hands  at  a  premium. 
Twelve  months  ago  the  price  in  large  shipments  c.i.f. 
European  ports  was  10/.  to  10/.  5?.  per  ton,  and  although 
this  price  was  withdrawn  and  a  nominal  figure  25  per  cent, 
higher  was  mentioned,  prices  for  acetic  acid  and  certain 
other  derivatives  were  based  upon  the  lower  purchase 
price  of  acetate  of  lime,  and  have  experienced  a  gradual 
advance  as  supplies  of  the  cheap  lime  became  exhausted. 
Por  contracts  over  1913  an  advance  of  25  per  cent,  has 
been  paid  for  large  quantities,  and  consequently  a  corre- 
sponding advance  must  be  looked  for  in  those  products 


of  which  it  forms  the  raw  material.  The  value  of  Acetic 
acid  will  be  :  for  the  80  per  cent,  in  casks  returnable,  ex 
stock  London,  30Z.  per  ton  ;  glacial  98  per  cent.  40/.  per 
ton,  in  carboys  inclusive,  99  per  cent.  B.P.  41/.  free  quay 
London,  with  other  strengths  corresponding.  The  demand 
for  Acetone  is  very  large,  and  prices  must  be  expected  to 
range  over  80/.  per  ton  on  the  basis  of  the  raw  material. 
Acetate  of  soda  is  at  present  cheap  and  out  of  all  propor- 
tion to  the  acetate  of  lime  with  which  the  price  ought  to 
be  in  sympathy,  inasmuch  as  certain  factories  have  the 
opportunity  of  making  one  or  the  other  as  alternatives. 
The  present  price  of  15/.  ex  wharf  London  would  need 
to  advance  fully  25  per  cent,  to  be  in  accord  with  the 
price  of  lime. 

Aloin  is  dearer,  English  makers'  prices  being  3s.  9<7. 
per  lb.,  an  advance  of  about  4<7. 

Anise  Oil  (Star).— The  spot  price  for  "Red  Ship" 
brand  remains  at  6s.  9(7.,  and  to  arrive  6s.  Id.  c.i.f.  is 
quoted  for  October-December  and  6s.  3(7.  c.i.f.  for  October- 
November  shipment. 

Arsenic  has  advanced  a  further  Is.  per  cwt.  for  best 
white  powder,  to  24s.  in  barrels  and  25s.  in  kegs. 

Balsam  Tolu. — Owing  to  fair  arrivals  on  the  New  York 
market,  prices  there  are  easier  at  from  $1.50  to  $1.60 
per  lb.  In  the  drug-auction  six  cases  offered  and  were 
bought  in  at  the  nominal  figures  of  6s.  6(Z.  to  7s.  for 
slightly  drossy  on  surface  to  fair  hard  in  large  tins, 
no  response  being  made  to  a  suggestion  of  6s.

Chamomiles  are  firm,  with  good  white  flowers  scarce, 
the  value  of  such  being  90s.,  fair  77s.  6d.,  and  for  common 
mixed  70s.  Good  flowers  are  likely  to  appreciate  in  value, 
as  no  more  of  this  description  appear  to  be  obtainable  in 
Belgium.

7(7.  for  this 
quantity. 

Cod-liver  Oil  is  a  slack  market,  and,  if  anything,  prices 
are  a  shade  weaker;  offers  of  67s.  c.i.f.  would  be  sub- 
mitted in  one  quarter,  and  others  still  ask  68s.  to  70s. 
c.i.f.  terms.  Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  that  the 
market  is  rather  weak,  and  finest  non-congealing  Nor- 
wegian oil  has  been  sold  at  67s.  per  barrel  c.i.f.  terms. 

Copper  Sulphate  is  easieT,  the  usual  Liverpool  brands 
offering  at  25/.,  and  January-April  25/.

Coriander-seed  is  slightly  dearer  at  lis.  per  cwt,  for 
wormy  Morocco  and  lis.  9(7.  for  sound  old  crop. 

Cream  of  Tartar  is  firm  and  unaltered  at  89s.  for  98  per 
cent,  powder  and  87s.  for  95  per  cent. 

Ergot  is  dearer,  with  very  few  offers  obtainable. 
Russian  has  sellers  at  4  s.  bd.  spot,  and  to  arrive 
4s  6(7  c  i.f.  represents  the  values.  Sound  Spanish  is  said 
to  have  sold  on  the  spot  at  6s.  In  the  drug-auction  four 
bags  old  wormy  sifted  Russian  sold  without  reserve  at 
4s°per  lb.

Although  there  are  assertions  made  in  what  ought  to  be 
responsible  quarters  as  to  the  firmness  in  the  local  chemical 
market,  this  is  not  at  all  borne  out  by  the  actual  fact.  Busi- 
ness both  on  spot  and  for  export  is,  however,  quiet,  and  the 
war  in  the  Balkans  has  not  improved  matters.  But  for 
this  there  would  have  been  a  very  steady  business,  both  on 
home  and  export  account.  Heavy  chemicals  are  in  moderate 
demand  only.  Chloride  of  calcium  ;»c  21.  12s.  6c?.  to 
21.  lis.  bd.  per  ton.  Aniline  oil,  pure,  is  quoted  5^d.  per  lb.,  ' 
and  salt  bd.  per  lb.  White  powdered  arsenic  211.  10s.  to 
221.  10s.  Sulphate  of  copper  shows  little  change,  although 
the  raw  material  has  receded  somewhat.  White  acetate  of 
lead  is  quoted  211.  10s.  per  ton  and  brown  25/.  Nitrate  of 
lead  at  30/.  to  31/.  per  ton.  Acetate  of  lime  scarce,  grey 
being  quoted  13/.  10s.  per  ton  and  brown  11.  15s.  per  ton 
c.i.f.  There  is  not  much  change  in  other  respects.  Coal-tar 
products  quiet.  Sulphate  of  ammonia  14/.  3s.  9d.  per  ton 
f.o.r.  Manchester. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  is  a  little  unsettled, 
but  generally  speaking  there  is  a  fair  all-round  demand 
both  on  home  and  export  account,  and  also  for  prompt  and 
forward.  The  tone  of  values  in  practically  all  directions  is 
firm. 

Alkali  Phodtjce  is  active,  and  considerable  attention  is 
being  given  to  next  year's  requirements.  Exports,  particu- 
larly of  soda  products,  are  good.  Bleaching-powder  is  doing 
well  at  the  higher  prices  for  next  year,  and  other  main 
products  as  caustic  soda,  ammonia  alkali,  soda  crystals,  and 
saltcake  meet  with  steady  inquiry.  Prussiates  continue  on 
the  firm  side. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  on  the  quiet  side,  and  stocks 
are  creeping  up  somewhat.  Present  nearest  values  :  Beckton, 
prompt,  25-per-cent.  ammonia  guaranteed,  14/.  ;  London 
terms,  13/.  10s.  ;  Leith,  14/.  7s.  bd.  ;  Liverpool,  14/.  5s.  to 
14/.  6s.  Id. ;  and  Hull,  14/.  5s. 

Benzols  are  steady,  with  present  naked  figures,  90  per 
cent.  Is.  lrZ.  and  50  per  cent.  llcZ.  to  North,  11$."  to 

Is.  and  lid.  respectively. 

Alumina  Products  maintain  a  steady  tone,  and  a  fair 
volume  of  business  has  already  been  done  over  next  year, 
■and  mostly  at  advanced  figures  as  compared  with  this 
year.  Crystal  alum,  lump,  57.  15s.  to  6/.  5s..  and  ground 
in  bags  6/.  5s.  to  6/.  15s.  per  ton  free  on  rails  Lancashire 
or  Yorkshire  or  f  o.b.  Hull.  Goole,  or  Liverpool.  Sulphate 
of  alumina,  purest  qualities,  practically  free  of  iron. 
4/.  17s.  bd.  to  51.  7s.  bd.  per  ton  for  ordinary  strength  in 
casks,  with  usual  allowances  for  loose  slabs  <\nd  customarv 
extras  for  higher  concentrations.  Alumino  ferric  52s.  bd. 
to  57s.  bd.  and  aluminous  cake  50s.  to  60s.  per  ton,  accord- 
ing to  quality,  quantity,  and  destination.  Hydrnte  of 
alumina,  high  strength  AbO,  and  purest  qualify',  12/.  10s. 
to  13/.  10s.  per  ton  free  on  rails  in  casks.  Aluminate  of 
soda,  purest  quality  and  high  strength,  AID,,  30s.  to  32s.  bd. 
per  cwt.    Carbonate  of  alumina  30s.  to  32s.  6(7.  per  cwt. 

The  Bandoeng  Quinine-factory. 

The  report  of  this  factory  for  1911  states  that,  during  the 
vcar  82,000  kilos,  of  quinine-products,  valued  at  976.439 
florins,  was  sold.  At  the  end  of  1909  the  factory  had  a  stock  of 
33,000  kilos,  of  quinine  sulphate,  while  the  Government  and 
various  individuals  in  the  Dutch  East  Indios  held  stocks 
amounting  to   67,000   kilos.    During  1910  and   1911  these 


stocks  were  gradually  sold,  and  by  the  end  of  1911  all 
the  old  quinine  had  been  disposed  of.  In  future  quinine 
will  be  delivered  to  the  Government  Medical  Service  and 
to  individual  buyers  by  contract,  and  the  accumulation  of 
old  stock  will  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  the  stock  of  quinine  in  the  factory  was  valued 
at  62,611  florins,  as  compared  with  148,750  florins  at  the  end 
of  1910,  while  the  bark  in  stock  and  being  worked  was  valued 
at  481,997  florins,  on  a  basis  of  2.80  cents,  per  unit  of  quinine 
sulphate.  Since  this  valuation  prices  have  risen,  and  the 
stock  is  now  worth  about  twice  as  much.    A  dividend  of 

10  per  cent,  was  declared,  and  4,307  florins  was  added  to  the 
reserve,  which  now  amounts  to  95,869  florins.  The  report 
discusses  the  cinchona  situation  in  some  detail,  and  points 
out  that  there  are  two  serious  difficulties  ahead  for  those 
planters  who  wish  to  arrive  at  an  understanding  with  the 
syndicate  of  European  quinine-makers — viz.,  the  Dutch  East 
Indian  Government's  decision  to  build  a  quinine-factory  in 
Java,  and  the  proposals  of  certain  irreconcilables  among  the 
planters,  who  wish  to  erect  a  factory  of  their  own,  even 
should  the  Government  withdraw  the  scheme  for  erecting  a 
factory.  The  report  also  draws  attention  to  the  lack  of 
Europeans  experienced  in  quinine-factory  management,  and 
to  the  heavy  costs  of  taking  chemicals,  etc.,  to  the  plantations, 
both  of  which  are  serious  difficulties  in  the  way  of  starting 
factories  on  the  larger  undertakings  as  has  been  suggested. 
Planters  are  also  warned  that  as  quinine  is  principally  used 
in  campaigns  against  malaria  among  natives,  any  consider- 
able increase  in  the  price  of  bark,  and  therefore  of  quinine, 
is  certain  to  cause  a  reduction  in  the  demand. 

American  Peppermint  Crop. 

The  Dodge  &  Olcott  Co.,  of  New  York  and  London,  have 
issued  a  circular  in  which  they  state  that  the  crop  of  1911 
proved  to  be  considerably  larger  than  was  estimated  at 
the  time  of  the  harvest,  and  probably  exceeded  300,000  lb. 
Of  this  heavy  output  probably  less  than  50,000  lb.  was  left 
in  the  hands  of  growers  and  dealers  in  all  positions  at  the 
end  of  the  crop-year,  and  this  residue  was  about  equal  to 
the  quantity  carried  over  the  year  before.    It  was  generally 
expected  that  the  1912  acreage  would  be  very  materially 
increased  in  view  of  the  satisfactory  level  of  prices  that  had 
been  maintained,  and  every  effort  was  undoubtedly  made 
in  that  direction.    But  a  very  backward  and  unfavourable 
spring  curtailed  the  time  for  planting,   and  the  actual 
new  acreage  probably  did  not  greatly  exceed  1,000  acres,  or 
roughly  somewhat  less  than  10  per  cent,  of  the  whole  area 
under  prior  cultivation.    This  was  at  least  in  part  offset 
by  old  acreage  which  had  run  out  and  would  yield  little 
or  no  crop.    Early  in  the  season,  therefore,  the  prospect 
i  was  that  a  somewhat  larger  acreage  than  last  year's  would 
I  be  harvested,  and  that  under  reasonably  favourable  conditions 
j  a  larger  crop  than  that  of  1911  would  come  upon  the  market, 
which  suggested  a  surplus  of  stock  and  a  downward  tendency 
i  of  values  as  probabilities  for  the  near  future.    Weather  con- 
ditions during  the  summer,   however,   became  more  and 
more  unfavourable.    A  long-continued  period  of  excessive 
rainfall  retarded  the  growth  of  the  plant,  kept  down  its  ratio 
of  oil-content,  and  interfered  seriously  with  the  distilling 
operations.    The  farmers   naturally  magnified  the  extent 
of  the  damage,  and  were  backward  about  making  contract 
commitments  of  their  prospective  crops  at  the  prices  which 
buyers  had  earlier  fixed  upon  as  a  fair  basis  of  value.  The 
Western  dealers  and  speculators,  on  the  other  hand,  persisted 
in  an  optimistic  view  of  the  situation,  and  considerable 
quantities  of  oil  were  contracted  out  by  them  for  future 
delivery,  not  a  little  of  it  being  sold  "short."    A  deadlock 
thus  ensued  between  these  dealers  who  sought  to  buy  at 
a  minimum  and  the  growers  who  were  confident  of  obtain- 
i  ing  a  maximum  price.      The  growers  finally  prevailed, 
j  Gradually  the  conviction  had  spread  that  the  crop  was  in 
I  fact  seriously  injured,  and  the  stories  of  a  "  shortage  of 
100,000  lb."  which  had  been  ridiculed  began  to  find  believers. 
!  Meanwhile  the  output  of  some  of  the  very  large  individual 
|  plantations  had  been  quietly  absorbed,  and  suddenly  a  rush 
,  of  buyers  to  cover  their  wants  (and  in  some  cases  their 
"short"  sales)   was   in  full  career.    Probably,    when  the 
I  excitement  subsides,  it  will  be  found  that  the  extremely 
!  pessimistic  view  which  so  suddenly  developed  as  to  the 
size  of  the  crop  was  not  wholly  warranted  by  the  underlying 
facts.    But  even  though  a  crop  of  fair  proportions  shall  be 
found  to  have  been  harvested,  the  level  of  values  estab- 
lished will  doubtless  be  maintained  for  some  time,  as  the 

011  actually  available  for  distribution  will  have  cost  its 
holders  hi5h.  while  the  farmers  who  failed  to  sell  in  their 
greed  for  still  higher  returns  will,  as  usual,  hold  on  stub- 
bornly to  their  product  and  refuse  to  sell  at  a  concession.  .  .  . 
We  do  not  deem  it  wise  under  existing  conditions  to  attempt 
to  provide  for  future  requirements  too  far  ahead.  The 
prpsent  position,  as  explained,  is  a  largely  speculative 
although  a  strong  one.

"What's  Wrong  with  Pharmacy  ? 
Sir, — "Wells,"  in  his  book,  "Marriage,"  says,  "Oh, 
why  should  the  life  of  every  day  conquer  us?"  And  here 
I  will  answer  the  question  of  "  Infelix  "  as  to  what  is 
wrong  with  pharmacy  by  asking,  Why  has  pharmacy  so 
many  worries  which  the  Co-ops.  and  companies  are  free 
from?  "  Infelix"  is  wrong  when  he  answers  "the  phar- 
macist is  to  blame,"  and  it  will  be  quite  easy  for  me  to 
show  that  although  there  are  many  hopelessly  incapable 
retailers,  as  Mr.  Rymer  Young  says,  even  the  best  men 
labour  under  heavy  odds.  The  whole  trade  is  wrong  from 
the  top  down  to  the  bottom  ;  and  taking  the.  top  as  meaning 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  didn't  Mr.  Gibson  of  Brighton 
accuse  Mr.  Sargeant  of  Leeds  of  going  back  to  the 
conservatism,  of  twenty  years  ago,  when  Mr.  Sargeant's 
pet  idea  was  on  exhibition  the  other  day  ?  Does  not  that 
show  the  Society  (Mr.  Sargeant  excepted)  to  be  agreed 
that  the  twenty-year-old  ideas  are  discarded  by  the 
Society,  and  that  they  tacitly  admit  the  old  ideas  to  be 
wrong  by  their  acceptance  of  new  ideas  ?  These  wrong 
ideas,  it  is  fair  to  assume,  have  hindered  the  trade  for 
twenty  years.  Is  it  denied  ?  The  Society  stood  aside  for 
twenty  years,  and  by  their  inaction  contributed  to  the 
fallacy  in  the  minds  of  retailers  that  companies  would 
still  be  squashed,  thus  preventing  the  general  acceptance 
of  modern  ideas  of  trading,  both  wholesale  and  retail, 
until  the  company  business  had  got  firmly  established,  very 
largely  owing  to  the  weakness  of  the  opposition  of  phar- 
macists. Poor  apprenticeship  was,  and  still  is,  a  result  of 
the  Society's  wrong  ideas.  They  admit  it.  I  could  hardly 
believe  my  eyes  when  I  read  the  paper  in  the  Practice 
section  at  the  Edinburgh  Conference,  wherein  one  of  our 
ablest  and  oldest  [? — Editor,  C.  <£*  #.]  and  highest-class 
pharmacists  advocated  an  immediate  overhauling  of 
apprenticeship.  Every  good  idea  which  has  been  mooted 
for  years  was  propounded  therein  : 

1.  The  apprentice's  note-book  to  be  taken  into  account  in 
passing  the  examination. 

2.  A  short  pharmacy-college  course  to  be  undertaken  at 
the  end  of  a  period  (say,  two  years'  end). 

3.  The  teaching  of  "  business  methods." 

4.  Dividing  the  Minor  examination  and  the  instituting  of 
an  Intermediate  examination  to  stimulate  earlier  study. 

5.  The  Registrar  to  keep  in  touch  with  apprentices. 

No  need  to  go  on ;  there  were  other  ideas.  It  was  an 
excellent  paper,  and  I  would  sooner  see  the  high-class 
pharmacist  take  to  business  methods  than  have  myself 
and  my  apprentices  subjected  to  the  rule  of  a  Society  of 
men  who  scoffed  at  science  and  who  fancied  themselves 
entirely  modern.  Business  methods  once  instituted  will 
last  for  many  years  :  but  science  will  need  continual 
alteration.  I  know  only  too  well  some  of  the  tricks  that 
are  doing  duty  under  the  guise  of  modernity  to-day,  and 
I  know  that  such  low-down  practices  are  neither  permanent 
nor  profitable  nor  good  policy.  But  the  fact  of  the  paper 
at  the  Edinburgh  Conference  shows  that  it  is  now  recog- 
nised, late  in  the  day.  that  the  trade  has  been  hindered  by 
the  difficulties,  else  why  is  it  proposed  to  remedy  them  ? 

The  wholesaler  was  too  slow  in  helping  the  trade  to  com- 
pete with  the  companies.  They  kept  on  saying  to  us, 
"Tell  the  public  yours  is  a  better  quality";  and  instead 
of  meeting  the  chemist,  who  found  he  needed  more  lines 
of  stock,  by  letting  him  have  smaller  parcels  of  goods  at 
a  cheap  rate  so  as  to  compete,  they  insisted  on  the  51. 


limit  for  patents  and  the  six  Winchesters  of  drugs  to 
get  bottom  price,  because  they  could  not  (for  one  thingli 
continue  to  pay  their  traveller's  commission  on  big  orders 
of  varied  lines  of  smalls.  The  result  was,  and  still  is,  that 
businesses  will  not  sell,  simply  because  the  stock,  say  of 
600L ,  is  entirely  out  of  proportion  to  the  overturn  of  1,000/. 
and  the  profit  of  250/.  does  not  leave  enough  margin,  after 
keeping  the  owner,  to  enable  him  to  borrow  the  cash  to  go 
in  unless  he  and  his  wife  can  save.  Therefore  men  go 
to  the  stores  and  get  150/.  in  wages  at  least,  and  (if  their 
wives  will  let  them  save  anything)  the  biggest  company- 
has  for  years  offered  every  inducement  to  the  managers  to 
become  substantial  shareholders.  Enough  for  the  present. 
There  are  other  reasons,  but  these  the  chief.

and  granting  a  certificate  to  same  ?

Insurance  Act :  Contracts  without  Specifications. 

Sir, — In  a  few  days  chemists  will  be  asked  to  tender 
prices  for  work  the  value  of  which  it  is  impossible  to 
estimate,  because  there  is  no  specification  or  quantities 
submitted  with  the  form  of  tender.  No  business  man  in 
any  other  walk  of  life  would  enter  upon  such  a  specula- 
tion or  quote  a  price  for  his  labour  without  knowing  the 
number  of  hours  of  employment.  One-and-sixpence  per 
head  per  annum  has  been  mentioned  as  the  amount  for 
which  medicines,  service,  and  dispensing  are  to  be  supplied 
to  insured  persons.  Any  chemist  who  takes  on  the  capita- 
tion "  gamble  "  ought  to  be  taken  care  of  by  the  State, 
his  family  insured  against  loss,  because  his  profits  must 
be  infinitesimal  if  he  gets  any  profit  at  all.  Another  pro- 
position is  that  the  drugs  are  to  be  priced  by  the  grains 
contained  in  the  mixture,  plus  2d.  fee  for  dispensing, 
in  which  case  the  time  occupied  in  making  out  the  bill 
would  swallow,  in  some  instances,  most  of  the  profit. 
For  instance,  i  grain  of  strychnine  to  be  divided  in  sixteen 
doses,  cost  Id.  ;  fee  2d.=M.,  for  which  service  a  chemist 
might  be  deprived  of  his  State  half -holiday.  No  chemist 
who  has  a  good  business  and  charges  his  business  with  his 
own  personal  services  (very  few  do)  can  afford  to  waste 
his  time  and  sacrifice  his  liberty  to  superintend  or  do 
such  work.  On  the  other  hand,  if  there  be  any  young: 
qualified  men  who  are  prepared  to  sell  their  labour 
(at  less  than  bricklayers'  wages)  for  the  best  part  of  their 
lives,  they  will  in  due  time  obtain,  or  at  least  deserve,  the 
old-age  pension  if  they  survive  the  age  of  sixty. 

There  are  some  points  in  the  condition  of  service  which 
I  hope  you,  some  of  your  readers,  or  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners will  be  able  to  explain,  and  let  us  know- 
definitely  what  is  required ;  otherwise .  the  proverbial 
coach-and-four  can  be  driven  through  the  Act.  Qualifica- 
tion for  dispensing  does  not  imply  that  the  dispenser  shall 
have  passed  any  examination  or  be  possessed  of  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  drugs  he  handles,  or  has  proved  himself 
capable  of  doing  more  than  measuring  the  contents  of  one 
bottle  into  another.  The  Act  says  the  dispensing  shall 
be  done  by  or  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  registered 
pharmacist,  or  by  a  person  who  for  three  years  prior  to 
1911  has  acted  as  dispenser  to  a  practitioner  or  public 
institution.  What  is  direct  supervision  ?  The  supervisor 
need  not  be  a  qualified  pharmacist.  If  the  p-harmacist. 
checks  every  detail,  he  might  as  well  do  the  work  himself, 
and  would  have  no  'time  to  attend  to  his  own  business. 
If  supervision  means  acceptance  of  risk  and  responsibility 
only,  then  any  drug  company  with  one  qualified  or  half- 
qualified  man  may  employ  any  number  of  unqualified  dis- 
pensers to  do  the  work  and  insure  himself  against  acci- 
dents. The  medical  man  need  not  insure  himself,  because 
he  can  write  a  death-certificate,  dispense  how  he  likes, 
whether  he  is  properly  equipped  for  service  or  not.    If  any 
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person  who  has  acted  in  the  capacity  of  a  dispenser  to  a 
practitioner  or  a  public  institution  is  qualified  by  the  Act, 
then  the  whole  army  of  porters,  errand-boys,  grooms, 
■gardeners,  or  other  intelligent  assistants  become  dis- 
pensers and  supervisors,  although  they  might  not  have 
the  slightest  knowledge  of  true  pharmacy  or  have  read  a 
book  on  the  subject.  On  what  basis  do  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners arrive  at  the  capitation-fee  of  Is.  6d.  per  head 
per  annum?  What  proportion  of  approved  life  members 
■of  the  friendly  societies  apply  for  medical  relief  ? 

A  chemist,  like  any  other  contractor,  must,  before  com- 
mitting himself  to  a  bargain,  go  to  the  root  of  the  business 
and  estimate  his  prime  cost,  reckoning  in  addition  to  the 
actual  cost  of  the  drugs  his  own  wages  or  those  that  are 
paid  by  him,  a  proportion  of  his  rent,  rates,  taxes,  and 
establishment  charges,  and  see  how  much  per  cent,  it  will 
<cost  him  from  the  time  he  takes  in  the  prescription  until 
the  medicine  is  handed  to  the  patient.  If  we  admit  that 
the  "  Eighteenpenny  Capitation"  is  a  gamble  and  out  of 
the  question,  suppose  100  prescriptions  are  presented. 
What  is  the  average  time  which  could  be  fairly  allowed 
for  correct  dispensing  ?  How  much  per  hour  has  a  chemist 
a  right  to  expect  for  his  labour  ?  Suppose  the  actual  cost 
of  the  commonest  ingredients  in  each  prescription  be  3d. 
(it  may  be  Is.  or  more),  what  percentage  on  3d.  will  cover 
establishment  charges  ?  Add  the  fair-living  wage,  and 
estimate  that  only  half  the  insured  will  submit  to  the 
treatment,  how  far  will  2.s.  per  annum  go  to  supply  the 
rare  and  refreshing  fruit  which  has  been  promised  ?  If 
the  doctors  are  allowed  to  dispense  themselves,  they  may 
think  medicine  unnecessary.  If  they  prescribe  all  that 
they  know  is  wanted,  the  price  will  be  prohibitive,  and 
more  millions  will  be  required  from  the  people.

Liquor  Plumbi. 

Liq.  plumbi  fort,  (speaking  from  twenty  years'  experience 
West  of  England  and  South  Wales)  should  be  dispensed 
for  liq.  plumbi. — A.  Griffiths  (Maesteg). 

In  most  cases  (if  a  customer  requested  it)  by  chatting  to 
him  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  discover  which  was 
required,  the  weak  or  strong.  In  the  case  of  a  prescription, 
I  should  give  liq.  plumbi  dil. — Twenty  Years'  Experience 
(82/1). 

Have  always  dispensed  liq.  plumbi  fort,  for  liq.  plumbi  in 
good-class  dispensing  businesses  in  London,  Manchester, 
Liverpool,  Gloucester,  Brighton,  Biarritz,  Boulogne,  and 
Nice,  and  never  been  contradicted  since.  Surely  this  ex- 
perience has  fixed  liq.  plumbi  fort,  for  liq.  plumbi. — Homer 
'(82  /  29). 

Liq.  plumbi  1867  B.P.  was  the  fort.  Liq.  plumb,  diacet. 
Ph.  Lond.  1851,  Ph.  Edin.  1841.  and  Ph.  Dubl.  1850,  were 
the  fort.  B.P.  1885  was,  I  think,  the  same  as  1867.  In 
order  to  obviate  error  new  naming  was  adopted  in  1898  ; 
but  in  doing  so  it  renders  the  term  "liq.  plumbi"  obscure. 
Is  it  fort,  or  dil.  ?  B.P.C.  says  "dil."  for  "Liq.  plumbi"; 
but,  again,  a  "  Pharm.  Journ."  publication  says  it  is 
fort.  One  must  judge  by  context  of  orescription  and  what 
it  would  render  obvious,  but  outside  any  guidance  liq. 
plumbi  must  be  what  is  now  called  liq.  plumb,  subacet.  fort. 
— George  Lunan,  (Edinburgh). 

Liq.  plumbi  subacet.  fort,  is  also  given  by  Dr.  L.  F.  Hem- 
mans  fLewisham).  B.  L.  Burrell  (Doncaster)',  John  W.  Thorn- 
ton (Forest  Gate),  and  others.    It  wins. 


Legal  Queries. 

Consult  "The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,"  i9«,PP-  43S  to  «*, 
where  most  legal  difficulties  are  anticipated,  before  wnt.nff 
about  your  difficult" 


Remedy  (78/71).—  Terebene  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
is  an  entire  drug,  and  as  such  can  be  sold  unstamped  by 
such  a  name  as  "Smith's  Remedy  for  Colds  under  the 
entire-drugs  exemption  of  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

L  F  (84/11)  —It  is  not  illegal  to  take  orders  for  stamped 
medicines  at  the  houses  of  customers  and  to  deliver  the 
.^oods  from  the  licensed  premises,  but  it  is  illegal  to  go  trom 
door  to  door  and  sell  such  medicines,  delivering  them  from 
stock  carried  by  the  pedlar. 

G  G  I  (88/39) —Whenever  you  realise  that  a  limited 
company  is  an  entity  legally  distinct  from  the  persons 
constituting  its  staff  of  workers,  you  may  be  able  to  under- 
stand that  these  persons,  from  director  to  errand-boy,  are 
employed  by  the  company. 

Aspirin,  (76/73).— A  private  limited  company  can  be 
formed  of  two  persons,  and  such  a  company  may  carry  on 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  provided  it  conforms 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  19UB, 
Section  3,  which  you  will  find  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  438. 

Mel  Boracis  (85/34).— A  registered  chemist  receiving 
21.  10s.  per  week  from  a  limited  company,  of  which  he  is 
a  director  with  the  nominal  qualification  of  one  share,  must 
be  insured  under  the  National  Insurance  Act  as  an  employed 
person,  unless  he  has  a  private  income  which  entitles  him 
to  exemption,  but  that  will  not  exonerate  the  company  from 
its  weekly  payment  in  respect  to  him. 

Specialties  (76/11)  asks  if  he  can  use  an  address  on  his 
toilet  preparations  such  as  "The  Blank  Toilet  Co.,  Paris 
and  New  York."  [Such  descriptions  are  now  very  com- 
monly used  in  the  trade,  and  so  long  as  they  are  not  used 
in  a  manner  calculated  to  deceive  they  are  not  an  infringe- 
ment of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Acts,  which  are  the  statutes 
that  apply  in  such  cases.] 

M.P.S.  (81/9)  submits  the  following  questions:  (1)  Is  it 
necessary  for  the  maker  of  a  proprietary  pill  to  hold  a 
patent-medicine  licence  for  the  supply  of  these  pills  whole- 
sale for  resale'  by  chemists  ?  [Yes.]  (2)  If  these  pills  con- 
tain a  poison,  can  he  also  supply  them  wholesale,  notwith- 
standing that  he  is  not  a  qualified  person  ?  [Yes.]  (3)  Would 
the  pills  (for  gout,  etc.)  be  required  to  be  labelled  with 
the  name  and  amount  of  the  poisonous  ingredient?  [No; 
but  they  must  be  labelled  "  Poison."] 

Kino  (74/55)  says  the  local  gas  company  of  his  town  inti- 
mate that  they  intend  fixing  a  bracket  and  lamp  on 
'•Kino's"  premises  over  the  shop  in  the  main  street.  Can 
they  legally  do  this  without  his  permission,  the  property 
being  his  own?  [Neither  the  gas  company  nor  any  other 
local  body  have  any  right,  under  the  general  law  of  the 
country,  to  affix  a  lamp  to  "  Kino's  "  premises  without  his 
consent.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  the  gas  company  are 
empowered  by  some  Special  Act  of  Parliament,  in  force 
locally,  and  "Kino"  should  ascertain  from  the  company 
under  what  authority,  if  any,  they  claim  to  affix  the  lamp.] 

Floor  (77/5)  asks  the  following  questions  regarding  the 
closing  of  his  shop  under  the  Shops  Act  so  far  as  the  sale 
of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  is  con- 
cerned :  (1)  Can  I  leave  the  door  open  ?  I  have  the  outside 
red  lamp  burning.  [Yes.]  (2)  My  usual  way  of  closing  is 
to  out  up  two  iron  gates.  Will  that  be  sufficient  for  the 
Act?  [Yes.,]  (3)  I  have  always,  before  the  Act,  closed 
sharp  at  1.30  and  opened  at  7  to  9.  Can  I,  under  a  com- 
pulsory closing  order,  still  do  so?  [Certainly,  so  far  as 
the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  is 
concerned,  but  the  greatest  care  must  be  taken  to  ensure 
that  exempted  goods  only  are  exhibited  and  sold.] 

B.  W.  (82/15)  states  that  an  order  under  the  Shops  Act, 
1912,  has  been  made  and  confirmed  requiring  shops  in  his 
district  to  close  on  Wednesdays.  On  the  first  of  the  month 
a  sub-post  office  was  transferred  to  his  shop.  Hitherto  the 
post-office  has  been  closed  on  Thursday  afternoon.  "  R.  W." 
proposes  to  keep  his  entire  shop  open  on  Wednesdays  and 
closed  on  Thursdays.  Is  he  justified  in  adopting  this  course  ? 
[In  our  opinion,  "  R.  W."  cannot  legally  keep  his  shop 
open  on  W'ednesday.  He  must  close  it  either  on  Wednes- 
day or  on  Saturday  (the  alternative  day  allowed  by  every 
order).  It  is  possible,  however,  that  "  R.  W."  may  be  able 
to  keep  his  shop  open  for  the  transaction  of  post-office 
business  on  early-closing  day  by  virtue  of  Section  12  of 
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the  Act  if  he  wishes  to  do  so,  and  the  exemption  as  to 
certain  articles  has  also  to  be  kept  in  mind.] 

Para  (77/42). — A  chemist's  business  was  sold,  and  the 
vendor  after  a  while  left  the  town.  The  business  name 
has  not  been  changed,  and  the  vendor  has  left  word  at  the 
post-office  that  all  letters  which  arrive  addressed  to  him  at 
the-  business  are  to  be  forwarded.  The  result  is  that  orders 
which  are  intended  for  the  purchaser  arrive  two  days  late. 
Is  the  vendor  justified  in  acting  as  he  has  done?  Does  not 
the  goodwill  of  a  business  include  the  name  and  address? 
[The  purchaser  of  the  goodwill  of  a  business  is  entitled  to 
use  the  trade-name  of  the  vendor  in  carrying  on  the  busi- 
ness, and  also  the  address  if  the  premises  are  assigned.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  vendor  is  still  entitled  to  the  use  of 
his  own  name,  and  to  arrange  for  delivery  of  his  letters  in 
the  most  expedient  manner  possible.  In  the  present  case, 
however,  the  vendor  is,  in  effect,  interfering  with  the  pur- 
chaser's trade  by  delaying  receipt  of  orders.  If  damage  to 
the  purchaser's  business  results  from  this  interference,  we 
think  that,  upon  application  to  the  Court,  it  would  pro- 
bably be  restrained  by  injunction,  but  the  chances  of  obtain- 
ing an  injunction  would  depend  upon  the  wording  of  the 
assignment  of  the  business,  the  mode  of  effecting  the  assign- 
ment, and  other  surrounding  circumstances.]

We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report  upon  proprietary  articles, 
and  when  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to 
us  as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how. 

E.  K.  (58/4).— Factory  Costings.— Preen's  "  Reorganisa- 
tion and  Costings"  (Simpkin,  Is.)  is  a  book  you  should 
obtain.  The  information  is  general,  but  covers  modern 
methods. 

L.  T.  (50/15).— Effect  of  Quinine  on  Stallion.— It  is  not 
on  record  that  quinine  administered  to  a  stallion  prevents 
conception  or  influences  the  sex  of  the  foal.  Quain  states 
that  experiments  on  animals  have  shown  that  quinine 
greatly  diminishes  the  reflex  function  of  the  spinal  cord, 
and  it  follows  that  the  genital  organs  and  the  secretion  of 
semen  would  be  affected,  but  not,  we  should  say,  in  the 
direction  you  indicate. 

A.  II.  E.  (72/17).— (1)  Renovating  Hot-water  Bottles.— 
Wipe  with  a  rag  dipped  in  chloroform,  and  dust  with  French 
chalk.  (2)  Sponge-bleaching.— See  C.  tf:  D.,  August  19,  1911, 
index  folio  334. 

H.  .1.  H.  (66/42). — We  cannot  trace  a  formula  for 
"  Balsamo  Carbolico  " — it  is  possibly  a  proprietary  prepara- 
tion in  South  America. 

G.  P.  (65/43).— Liquid  Dog-soap.— The  quantity  of  water 
in  the  formula  you  send  is  1  gal.  See  C.  <{■  D.,  October  28, 
1911,  index  folio  664,  which  was,  we  believe,  the  last  time  we 
ga-ve  this  recipe. 

B.  W.  (61/14).— Artificial  Carlsbad  Salts.— The  following 
is  the  German  Pharmacopoeia  formula  : 

Dried  sulphate  of  sodium         ...  jxxij. 

Sulphate  of  potassium    jj. 

Chloride  of  sodium  ...       ...  oix. 

Bicarbonate  of  sodium    Jxviij. 

These  ingredients  to  be  powdered  separately  and  mixed. 
Sometimes  the  mixture  is  dissolved  in  the  smallest  possible 
quantity  of  hot  water,  and  evaporated  with  constant  agita- 
tion so  as  to  obtain  granulated  crystals,  or  it  may  be  allowed 
to  evanorate  slowly  to  get  larger  crystals,  but  the  resulting 
"salt"  is  not  always  uniform  when  made  in  this  wav.  The 
effervescing  variety  is  made  by  mixing  (and,  preferably, 
slightly  granulating)  11  oz.  of  the  above  powder  with  sodium 
bicarbonate  6  oz.,  tartaric  acid  5  oz. 

J.  S.  (63/39).— Motor-car  Tyre  Paint.— See  C.  &  D., 
June  24,  1911,  index  folio  928. 

P.  S.  C.  (65/15). — Removing  Parts  of  Photographic  Nega- 
tive.— For  the  purpose  of  removing  objectionable  back- 
grounds from  negatives  or  clearing  the  skv  of  lantern-slides 
a  solution  of  sodium  hvposulnhite  tinted  with  potassium 
ferricyanide  is  commonlv  used.  It  answers  splendidly,  as 
you  can  see  for  yourself  if  you  experiment  with  an  old 


negative.  The  film  should  be  well  soaked  before  the  solution 
is  applied  with  a  camel-hair  brush. 

Ycrax  (64/48).— There  is  no  disease  of  the  name  you  men- 
tion. If  you  tell  us  the  symptoms  we  may  perhaps  be  able 
to  recognise  it. 

North  (73/38).— Cementing  Celluloid— For  this  purpose  is- 
employed  a  solution  of  celluloid  in  acetone,  or  a  mixture 
of  ether  (3)  and  spirit  (1).  The  cement  is  applied,  and  the 
parts  are  then  pressed  together  until  the  solvent  has- 
evaporated. 

H.  C.  (185/32).— The  following  are  the  formulas  for  which, 
you  ask : 


White  'Embrocation. 

Camphor    2  oz. 

Acetic  acid    5  oz 

Yolks  of  eggs        ...  5 
Turpentine  oil        ...    24  oz. 
Distilled  water       ...    24  oz. 


Hcadachc-powder. 
Acetanilide           ...  2  parts- 
Caffeine   1  part 

Phenacetin  ...  3  parts 

Dose  :  2  to  6  grains. 


Solid  (68/66).— Solidified  Spirit.— The  following  is  the- 
method  of  solidifying  methylated  spirit  :  Melt  4.5  parts  of 
stearin,  and  then  add  to  it  0.5  part  of  sodium  carbonate  (to 
saponify)  and  95  parts  of  spirit,  heating  the  mixture,  with 
proper  precautions,  in  a  closed  -vessel  for  aji  hour.  Colour- 
ing matter  may  have  been  previously  dissolved  in  the  spirit. 
The  finished  mass  is  cut  up  into  cubes  or  run  into  tin  boxes 
ready  for  use. 

M.  H.  O.  (73/19). — Shampoo-powder  for  Dry  Use. — The 
following  are  references  to  formulae  given  in  recent  issues 
of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist:  March  23,  index  folio  460: 
March  18,  1911,  index  folio  417;  Julv  29,  1911,  index  foli©. 
226 ;  and  November  25,  1911,  index  folio  800. 

A.  W.  (59/8).— Agar-agar  in  Constipation.— We  know  of 
no  treatise  on  this  subject.  Full  particulars  of  the  use  of 
agar-agar  in  constipation  were  given  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  September  3,  1910,  index  folio  388,  and  a  resume 
was  also  published  in  our  issue  for  March  2,  1912,  index 
folio  344. 

Irish  (71/46). — Chemical  Barometer. — The  formulae  to 
which  you  refer  are  correct,  but  the  proportions  and  strength 
of  spirit  must  not  be  varied.  If  you  have  produced  a  clear 
solution  you  must  add  either  a  small  additional  quantity  of 
the  salts  or  a  little  spirit  until  a  solution  slightly  super- 
saturated is  produced.  These  chemical  barometers  are  not 
to  be  regarded  seriously — they  are  only  toys — as  the  varia- 
tions in  the  amount  and  kind  of  precipitate  do  not  depend 
alone  on  atmospheric  pressure. 

Agriculture  (69/54). — Wheat-DRESSING.— A  sample  of  this 
preparation  which  we  examined  earlier  in  the  year  (C.  &  D.r 
February  10,  index  folio  241)  was  found  to  be  a  thinned 
coal-tar  containing  the  cresols.  It  was  employed  in  the  pro- 
portion of  a  pint  to  4  bushels  of  grain.

The  Commonwealth. 

Australasian  Pharmaceutical  Conference. — A  pro-, 
posal  has  been  made  to  modify  the  objects  and  constitu- 
tion of  the  Conference.  The  most  important  alteration 
proposed  by  Victorian  pharmacists  is  that  the  scope  -of 
the  Conference  shall  be  limited  to  strictly  professional 
and  scientific  subjects.  It  is  remarkable  that  this  sug- 
gestion should  be  made  just  at  the  time  when  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  has  developed'  from  its  pre- 
vious strictly  scientific  attitude  and  added  a  Practice 
section. 

South  Australia. 

The  Poisons  Regulations. — In  the  Legislative  Council 
on  August  20  the  Chief  Secretary  said  ths  Advisory  Board ! 
had  decided  to  recommend  the  Government  to  rescind 
the  regulations  so  that  the  matter  could  be  further  con- 
sidered and  evidence  taken  before  the  regulations  were 
frimed.  The  debate  was  adiourned  for  this  to  be  done. 
(SeeC.  '&  P.,  Col.  Supp.,  September  28.) 

Victoria. 

Poppv-cultivatiox. — The  Melbourne  "Argus"  states 
that  since  the  passing  of  the  Opium  Prohibition  Act 
303  lb.  of  opium  has  been  produced  in  the  State.  No  law 
expressly  forbids  the  growing  of  the  poppy  for  opium 
production. 

Examination  Marks. — At  the  August  meeting  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board  new  regulations  were  adopted  for  the 
awarding  of  marks  at  the  various  examinations  and  for  the 
"mercy"  clause.  The  standard  at  each  examination  was 
fixed  at  not  less  than  50  per  cent,  of  the  maximum  marks. 
The  "mercy"  clause  is  to  read  that  "any  person  who 
fails  to  obtain  a  pass  in  not  more  than  two  subjects  at 
either  examination  shall  be  entitled,  after  a  period  of  three 
months,  to  present  himself  in  either  or  both  of  the  subjects 
in  which  he  failed  at  any  subsequent  examination  on  pay- 
ment of  the  prescribed  fee."  The  re-examination  of  any 
written  papers  is  to  be  allowed  on  application  within  seven 
days  of  the  publication  of  the  result  and  payment  of  a  fee 
of  10-s.  6c?.  for  each  paper  examined. 

Pharmaceutical  Defence,  Ltd. — The  prospectus  of  this 
company  which  we  have  received  contemplates  a  scheme 
of  mutual  insurance.  On  applying  for  a  11.  share,  and 
forwarding  the  amount,  a  Victorian  pharmacist  will  be 
eligible  for  election  as  a  "membsr."  He  will  then  be 
entitled  on  payment  of  an  annual  premium  of  11.  to  insur- 
ance up  to  200?.  for  any  damages  and  costs  incurred  in 
any  action  based  on  alleged  errors  in  dispensing.  This 
will  be  covered  by  an  Australian  office,  which  appoints 
the  company  an  agent  and  pays  it  commission.  Plate- 
glass,  fire,  accident  and  employers'  liability  insurance  wiU 
also  be  undertaken,  and  members  passing  their  insurances 
for  such  things  through  Pharmaceutical  Defence,  Ltd.,  at 
the  rates  they  now  pay  will  benefit  the  funds  of  the  com- 
pany of  which  they  are  members  and  shareholders.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  the  company  originated  from  the 
prosecution  of  Mr.  F.  H.  Gough  for  an  alleged  error  in 
supplying  a  headache-powder.  The  fund  raised  for  the 
purpose  of  indemnifying  Mr.  Gough,  who  had  to  pay  300/. 
damages  and  costs,  amounted  to  301/.  Is.

Opium  at  Hong-Kong. — Pending  the  ratification  of  The 
Hague  Opium  Convention  resolutions,  the  Governor  of 
Hong-Kong  (says  -a  Reuter  telegram  of  October  4)  has 
announced  a  proposal  to  extend  the  opium  farm'  for  one 
year  at  the  same  rental,  subject  to  a  considerable  diminu- 
tion in  the  number  of  chests  for  local  consumption  and 
export. 

Quinine  Tablets  below  Strength. — Some  interesting 
facts  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  of  quinine  tablets 
in  the  Nagpur  Central  Jail  have  come  to  light.  It  would 
appear  from  the  annual  report  that  over  a  million  10-grain 
quinine-powders  were  packed  and  946.560  were  sent  out 
for  sale,  while  the  tablets  manufactured  numbered  over 
If  million  and  those  sent  out  over  1^  million.  But  the 
Teport  (says  the  "  Civil  and  Military  Gazette  ")  reveals  a 
most  extraordinary  procedure  in  regard  to  the  manufacture 
of  the  quinine  tablets.  It  states  :  "  Owing  to  the  fact  that 
in  order  to  make  a  tablet  a  number  of  ingredients,  such 
as  gum  acacia,  sugar,  etc.,  have  to  be  added  to  give  it 
consistence,  the  actual  5-gr.  tablet  did  not  contain 
5  gr.  of  quinine.  And  so  in  this  large  transaction  there 
-was  an  actual  profit  to  Government  of  Its.  7,218  after 
deducting  the  price  of  ingredients  and  the  working 
expenses.  This,  of  course,  was  not  contemplated.  Experi- 
ments are  being  made  to  bring  the  tablet  up  to  the 
requisite  strength." 


OUR  AMERICAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D.") 


The  "  New  York  Times  "  of  Saturday,  October  5,  con- 
tained a  page  advertisement  about  the  opening  on  that  day 
of  "  Lewis  K.  Liggett's  Drug-store  "  on  Broadway,  New 
York,  at  the  corner  of  34th  Street.  This  store  .occupies 
over  3,000  sq.  ft.  on  the  Herald  Square  corner  of  the  new 
Hotel  McAlpin,  a  twenty-three-storey  building.  "Liggett" 
figures  largely  in  the  advertisement,  "  Rexall  "  taking  second 
place. 

Curative  Claims.— The  decision  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  some  time  ago  was  that  misbranding  of 
medicines  under  Section  8  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1906, 
is  restricted  to  false  statements  as  to  the  ingredients  or 
drugs  of  which  they  are  composed,  and  does  not  refer  to 
curative  claims  made  on  behalf  of  the  preparations.  Follow- 
ing this  decision,  efforts  were  made  to*  alter  the  law  so 
that  it  would  be  possible  to  prose-cute  a  person  who  sells 
■worthless  drugs  with  false  statements  as  to  the  curative 
effects.  Section  8  has  accordingly  been  amended  by  the 
insertion  of  a  sub-section  providing  that  a  drug  "  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  misbranded  if  its  package  or  label  shall  bear 
or  contain  any  statement,  design,  or  device  regarding  the 
curative  or  therapeutic  effect  of  such  article  or  any  of  the 
ingredients  or  substances  contained  therein,  which  is  false 
and  fraudulent." 

"Women  in 'Pharmacy."— In  the  course  of  an  article 
under  this  heading  in  the  "Pharmaceutical  Era"  the  author 
refers  to  Herbert  Spencer's  contention  that  as  the  civilisa- 
tion of  a  nation  increases,  so  does  the  position  of  the  women 
improve,  this  being  due  to  the  fact  that  where  the  men  are 
not  occupied  extensively  with  the  defence  of  the  country, 
the  services  of  the  women  are  not  required  so  much  for 
outdoor  work ;  and  to  the  women  of  the  United  States  is 
given  the  credit  of  having  reached  the  highest  place.  There 
pharmacy  for  women  has  reached  an  advanced  stage,  and 
instances  are  narrated  of  girls  who  by  perseverance  and 
enterprise  have  attained  high  positions.  Passing  from  the 
State  of  Arizona,  with  its  one  woman-  pharmacist,  the 
writer  turns  to  Philadelphia,  and  tells  of  one  who,  although 
now  the  proprietor  of  two  city  stores,  adopted  pharmacy 
as  a  profession  simply  because  she  found  that  the  required 
attendance  at  college  for  the  study  of  pharmacy  was  but 
three  days  a  week.  Before  leaving  school  she  was  loft 
motherless  and  with  the  care  of  a  father  and  three  young 
children  on  her  shoulders,  besides  the  necessity  of  making 
her  own  way  in  the  world.  She  joined  the  classes,  duly 
matriculated,  and  eventually  was  taken  on  trial  by  an  Italian 
druggist,  with  whom  she  remained  until  after  her  gradua- 
tion. Later  on  came  the  opportunity  for  the  purchase  of  a 
drug-store,  and  some  years  afterwards,  her  elder  brother 


having  meantime  graduated  at  the  Philadelphia  College  ol 
Ph  armacy,  they  decided  to  open  an  up-to-date-  store.  This 
has  turned  out  a  complete  success,  and  a  training  in  thii 
lady's  store  is  now  looked  upon  as  a  very  desirable  qualifi- 
cation. Other  States  are  next  dealt  with,  that  of  Indiana 
boasting  a  total  of  201  women  pharmacists,  of  whom  136  are 
registered ;  and  a  word  of  praise  comes  from  the  Secretarj 
of  the  Indiana  Board  of  Pharmacy,  who  says  that  the  average 
woman  "passes  a  better  than  average  examination." 
Hawaii  has  as  yet  no  woman  pharmacist;  but  Texas  has 
fifty-four  now  fully  registered,  and  there  aho  they  are  -said 
to  "  far' excel  the  men  in  their  averages,"  and  most  of  them 
are  enjoying  great  success  in  business,
